THE NOVELIST. 


THE BELTON ESTATE* 
BY ANTHONY TROLLOPE. 


Crartzn I, 
TUE REMNANTS (OF THD AMEDNOZ FAMILY. 


Mra, Ainodroz, the wife of Beraanl Amno- 
Gror, Faqs, of Delton Castle, and mother of 
Charles and Clara Aunedrox, died when those 
children were only eight snd six years old, 
thereby subjecting thom to the greatest miss 
fortune which-children born in that sphere 
of life can bo made to euffor. And in tho 
caso of this boy and girl the misfortune was 
nggravated greatly by the peonliarities of the 
father's character. Mr. Atnedrox was ‘uot a 
tad man,—as)men) brehhéla'th bo bad in tho 
world’s esteem, He wasnot vicious, —was not 
‘e gambler or a drunkard, —was not eelf-indul- 
gent to a'degreo that brought upon him any 
reproach; nor was ho regardless of his chil- 
dren, But bo was an idle, thriftless man, 
who, at tho age of sixty-seven, when the reader 
will first make his acquaintance, hid ax yet 
done no good in the world whatever. Indoca, 
he bad done terrible evil; for his son Charles 
was now dend,—bad perished by bis own 
Hiand—ond tho stato of things which had 
Drought about this woful erent hail beon 
chiedly due to the father's neglect. 

Belton Castlois a pretty country seat, stand- 
jing iu a small but beautifully wooded park, 
lose under the Quantock Hills in Somerset 
shire; and the little town of Belton clusters 
round the park gates, Few Englishmen know 
the econery of England well, and the pretti~ 
nesses of Somersetshiro. are among those 
which aro the least known, Dut tho Quan- 
tock Diills are very lovely, with their rich 
valleys Lying close among them, and their 
outlying moorlands running off towards 
Dilrerton and the borders of Deroashiry,— 
miorlands which are not fiat, like Salisbury 
Plain, but aro broken into ravines and deop 
watercourses and rngged dells hither and 
thither; where old oaks aro standing, in 
which lifo seems to havo dwindlod down to 
the last spark; but tho last spark is «till 
there, ani the o)d oaks give forth their scanty 
eaves from year to y 

In awong the hills, somewhat off the high 
road from Minchead to Taumton, and about 
five miles from the sen, stands tho little town, 
or villoge, of Belt the modern houso 
of Mr. Amedroz, which is called Belton 
Castle, Tho village,—for it is in truth no 
more, though it still maintains a charter for a 
market, ond there still exists on {Tuesdays 
tome pretence of an open sale of grain and 
Duteber's meat in tho square before the 
church-gnte, — contains nbout two thous 
sand persons. ‘That and the whole parish 
of Belton did once,—and that not long 
ago,—belong to the Ameiror family. Thos 
had inherited it from the Beltons of old, 
an Amedroz haying married tho heiress of the 
family. And as tho parish is largo, atretching 
away (o Exmoor on one side, anilulmost to | 
the sea on the other, containing the harlot of 
Redicote, lying on tho Taunton high roal,— 
Bedicote, where the post-oilloo is placed, a 
town almost in itself, aud ono which is now 
mnch more prosperous than Belton,—as the 
property when it came to tho first” Amodooe, 
had limite such ns these, the family had been 
considerable in the county. But theso limits 
Lsd been straightenod in the days of the 

ther and the father of Bernard Ame- 
aud he, when he married a Miss Win- 
1d of Taunton, was thought to hare dane 
well, in that mortgages wero paid 
‘of the property with his wife's money 
to such an extent as to Ieayo him 
in clear possession of an estate that gave him 
two thousands year, As Mr. Amedroz had 
po grand neighbours near him, as the place is 
remote and the living therefore cheap, and as 
with (his income there was no question of 
annusl visits fo London, Mr. and Mrs. 
Amodirox might have done yery well with such 
‘of the good things of the. world as bad fallen 
to their lof, And bad the wife lived, such 
would probably iuave been the ease ; for the 
Winteriiclds were know=\ to be prudent people. 
But Mrs. Amedroz had died young, and 
things with Bernard Amecror had gono 
badly, 

And yet the eril had not been #9 much 
vith him as with that terrible boy of his, The 
father lied been nearly forty when he married. 
Te tind then never done any. goods butias 
neither had he done much barm, the friends 
of the family had argued well of his future 
career, After hit, unless hp should leave a 
son behind him, there would be no Asmedroz 
Jef among the Quantock Hills;.and by somo 
arrangement in respect to that Winterfield 
money. which came to him “on Kis marriage, — 
the Winterficlds Living m long-dated con- 
pexion with tho Beltons of old,—the Amedros 
property was, at Bernard's marriage, entailed 
back upon a distant Delton cousin, ono Will 
Belton, whom no ono hod scen for many 
yeirs, but who was by blood nearer to the 
equire, im default of children of bis own, than 
vy other of his relatives. And now Will Bel- 
ton was tho heir to Belton Castlo ; for Charles 
Amedroz, st the ogo ‘of twonty-soren, had 
found the miseries of tlie world to be too many 
for him, ond had put au end to them and to 
himelf. 

Charles had been'a clever follon,—a very 
lever fellow in tho eyes of his father, Beraant 
Amedroz knew that he himself was not o clever 
fellow, wud admired his son accordingly 5 and 
when Cbnrles had been expelled from Har- 
row for some boyish freak, —in his ven- 
goance nguinst. & neighbouring farmer, 
who lad reported to the school suthori- 
ties the doings of w few beagles upon hia 
Jand, Charles hod cut off the heads of all 
the trees in a young fir plantation—his 
father was proud of the exploit.

which he had ownod ; and thors woro debts of 
honour, too, of whioh io had not spokes, 

trusting to the next orent at Newmarket to set 
hhim right. ‘The next erentiat Newmarket hail 
set him more-wrong than ever, and #9 thoro 
had come an end to everything with Charles 
Ameiroz. 

‘This bad happened in tho epring, and tho 
‘Bilicted father, — nillictea with tho double 
sorrow of, his\ton’s terrible. death andl hip 
‘Aaughters xuin—had declared: that he-would 
turn his face to the Wrlb-andiic. But the 
old equire’s health, though far from strong 

was strongor than he had deemed it, and his 
feelings, sharp enough, were less sharp than ho 
had thought them ; and when a month bad 
passed by, ho bad discorored that it would bo 
betfer that'lm slould lire, in order that his 
daughter might still havo. bread to eat and a 
houso of her own over hor heal.

To Kxir Ros wrn Exns ov Woou.— 
‘To use up ends of wool and worsted for door 
or window rugs, for which they: look remark- 
ably rich and well, they should be out up into 
lengths of 3} inches, as if for fringe, wool of 
‘the tome thickness being used at one time ; 8 
thread Berlin and 4 ply leecy ; work thus, 
‘nd the finor wools should be mado about tha 
rome boforo insertion, putting mnoro strands of 
them, ‘The foundation is knitted with Stratt’s 
Dutch knitting cotton—No. 8, either 3 or 4 
(hread, tho last is firmest ; and, if preferred, 
as cheaper, tho fins speckled tvine that is 
used to tio up small parcels doos vory wel 
on any number of atitches you liko—say 
thirty—on steel uecilles, either No. 14 or 1 
after afew rows it will be apparent if the wool is 
cloto enough to cover the cotton or twvine, kui 
a plain row, then slip a atitch, knit a sti 
inserting m doubled length of wool by hooking 
it on to the left-hand needle, and Knitting it 
With the stitel, eroming the ends under the 


Wool alternately for tho remainder of the’ raw. 
Secand row plain, bringing tho wool ends to 
the same side of ‘the work as one which hod 
been left crossed behind ; tho third row ns 
first, but inserting the wool with the stitch 
that yas plain knit before.

THE ART UNION OF LONDON. 

Wo observe that tho annoal general mcet- 
ing of the Art-Uoion of London was eld oa 
the 25th April, atthe Theatre Rvyal, Adelphi, 
Mr, Charles Hill, F.S.A., preefding, fn tho 
absence of Lord Monteagle, who was pre- 
vented by indisposition, Tho honorary 
crcretatfes brought up a very favonratila 
report of tho proceedings, and stated that the 
receipts for the present year (1846) had 
amounted to the eum of £11,743, Since thé 
foundation of this society, no lesa a sum;than

sional], It scems to be almost incredible 
that such an idea should be entertained 
amonget men who nt least pretend to 
%now racing law and custom, for there 
can be no such thing asa feather weight 
ina Welter Race. The Welter Race has 
its own scale of weight for age: in tho 
scalo there is, of course, no weight for 
two-year-olds, because it is not supposed 
that such a barbarity would be committod 
as to run the young ones in such races. 
‘The ecale is arranged for three-ycar-olds 
and upwards; and if any ownor of a tivo- 

Fear-old should fancy to ran his juvenile 
in such a race, he must carry the lowest 
weight provided by the welter scalo, 
that for three-year-olds. About this, 
there can be no doubt; but perhaps in 
order to save any mistake, or rather to 
avoid any quirk or quibble turning yp 
hereafter, it would bo almost ns well if 
the advertised terms and conditions were 
slightly wtered, as followe:—" The New 
Year's Gift of 100 sovs., added to a 
sweepstakes of 50 sovs., for throo-year- 
olds and upwards. Welter weight for 
age—3yrs, Ost. 2lba,; Ayre, &e, Ono 
mile and a half. Professional ridors ex- 
cluded, &e. 

At the present time tho stowards have 
entered into no contract in tho matter of 
this race, and they may vary the condi- 
tions thereof as thoy please, ‘an opportit- 
nity which they will not possess after tho 
entries shall have been received, This is, 
of course, only thrown out asa sugges- 
tion that a dispute is botter avoided than 
engoged in, although thero cau, bo no 
doubt that the caso stands just os it has 
been stated in the foregoing. Recont 
event, here and eleewhore, have dispelled 
the delusion that there is any force in 
tho mere assumption by stowards that 
their-decision shall be final; and they 
smust in the futuro rely exclusiol. 

a fair and reasonable construc 
racing rule, custom, and precedent; for if 
wrong, it is possiblo to sot thom right 
without consulting their conyeniones 

It will probably be only at somo day 
now far distant in the future, when we 
shall welcome the healthy control of a 
thoroughly judicial mind in racing mat- 
tera. and-iwhencror, that limos shall 
arrive, and the hoped for honourablo and 
honorary functionary shall commence to 
exercise his powers, how vill ho not 
smile with wonder ot some of our most 
famous decisions of the past, Itis to bo 
regretted that there is not in existence 
any complete record of Turf decisions in 
disputed cases. There is a very useful 
collection of adjudged cases pubbahed in 
Weatherby's Bacing Calendar, and if 
carefully compiled, and the neat points 
at issue clearly set out, such an addondam 
to the published rules of onr racing 
clubs would be found a great assistance to 
stewards all over the country, as well as in 


Melbourne. Of courso some judgmont 
must be exercised in the selection of tho 
instances which came under adjudication, 
and botweeu casea that woro rightly. nnd. 
those that wore wrongly decidod. Por- 
haps tho lattermight bo publishod sopa- 
rately, nnd printed in coloured ink to make 
them more distinot, for it must bo re- 
membered that to this day thoy hayo, 
never been reversed, and actually form) 
precedents for any stowardy who may 
thoose fo rely upon thom.

On another, occasion, it. was, de- 
cided that the weigher, having mado on 
the spot an entry in his book, declaring 
the weight brought in by cach horace, may 
afterwards erase tho same and substitute 
another statement. In this’samo race, 
where the stewards decided that the ouly 
two horses that ran wore both disqualt-, 
fied, it was farther decided that’ the’ 
backers of other horaca critored, but) 
which didnot start, must pay their bets,, 
although no horse won the race. 

‘Truly, in tho presencd or in tho récol-_ 
lection of such monstrous rosults of 
trusting to the Turf tribunals of tho 
past, it is almost aifteulf to avoid 
some feeling, if, not of satisfaction, at 
least of consolation that thero are some 
bold spirits who will not paticutly sub- 
mit to wrong, no matter at whose hands 
it be inflicted. We do not like litigious 
sporting men—they are generally mon to 
be avoided ; but they have their special 
uses in the great’ scheme of the Turfs 
existence, not the least important of 
which is the value which thoy pat upon 
tho services of honest and able advisers 
of stewards who trust more to their own 
wenlth, or position, or assumed authority, 
than. to their own suflicient qualifications 
for dealing with diflioulty questions which 
involve Jurge losses and gains, to. any. 
nothing of gratification or disappoint- 
ment, to large numbors of people,

‘Tho Srraxen called attention to tho fact 
that whereas on Fridoy, arcsolution passed in 
Committee of Ways and Means was adopted, 
and a bill founded thereon was introduced, 
‘the measure now before the House was some- 
thing mote than an Appropriation Will. 
‘Under theee circumstorices, he must regard 
the measure as a now bill, and decline to put 
‘the question for eccond reading until tho bill 
had passed its ivitisl stages. Moroover, 
ho felt bound to inform the House that It 


was contrary to the practice of Parliament to 
place revenge clauses in a bill of appropriation 
for the tervice of tho year, and therefore, on 
that ground, ho should be unablo to put tho 
question unless the standing orders were suay 
ponded. 

Mr. Hiorsnortiast observed, with regard to 
the first point raised by the Spsaker, that 
when tho bill was introduced it was stated to 
bo for tho carrying out of tho resolutions 
paced In Committeo of Ways and Means 
“and for otber purposes.” and that in tho 
majority of cates the title of a bill was not 
Known when It waa introduced and read a 
first time. Mo expressed bia regret that the 
Speaker's objection was not brought under 
tho notice of the Hongo when the lntentlon 
of the Government to include tho tariit in 
the Approprintion Bill was diccussod early tn 
theecssion. At the camo time, he was prepared 
to contenil that there was ample authority 
nd precedent for tho conjanction of supply 
‘vd appropriation in ono and the eamo bill, 
‘The report of the Precedents Committe of tho 
other House furnished instances in point, It 
stated that from 1700 to 1763 tho agnuct 
Appropriation Dill frequently contained 
clauses of supply and other forolga matter. 
Tho Porlinmentary history of the colony also 
eupplicd instances of clauses of appropriation 
Leing ingerted In bills other than tho 
ordinary Appropriation Bill, which was 
Drought In at the close of a seaslon. Tho 
Land Act of 1862 distinctly provided that one 
fourth of the revonuo detived from tho 
calo of Iand should bo applica to immigration 
purposes, Again, the Constitution Act con- 
taincd a clause requiring the appropriation of 
certain soms apnnally for cortain purposes. 
To denied that the action of the Government 
was oppozed to any Parliamentary rule; but 
if At were, he considered the violation would 
bo justified under present circumstances. 
A rule might ty respected by both Houses, 
and yet might not be necessarily binding on 
both. The House of Commons, in 18%), 
Ind down tho proposition, {a defence 
of thelr exclosive sights os tho ropro- 
sentatives of tho people, tbat thoy were 
jnstifcd In co dealing with apy  bill— 
8 to matter, manner, thme, aud moa- 
sure—as would sccure the observance of their 
rights by the other branch of tho Loglslataro; 
and tho Assembly would by actiog consis.

tained. ‘Tho statement mado on a fotmor 
occasion by the Chiof Scoretars, that there 
existed en intention on the part of hon.

vast majority of members of tho Assembly, 
bad never been contradicted; and tho 
Hoveo was therefore Jnstified in adopting 
such menns 4 it might thivk proper to pro- 
cerve and maintain ita privileges. ‘Thero was 
‘no desire ou the part of the Governmeat, and 
bo believed there was no desire on tho part of 
hon. members, to invade the privileges of tho 
other branch of tho Legislature ; and he ex- 
pressed tho hope that the question wonld bo 
treated on Its merits, irrespective of party 
politics, Tho rights and privileges of tho 
Honse should not bo enrrendered under tho 
cloak of a cry ozainst tho tariff, ‘Tha tarlif 
had been adopted by an overwhelulog ma- 
Jority, and, whether good or bad, it was the 
duty of tho House to eco it pasted into 
Jaw.

paid certain dutiea under protest. Up to the 
prerent time ho believed that the Importers 
of eoreaparillo, pain kHlor, and other thinga 
containing a slight quantity of alcohol, were 
subjected to a tax of 103. per gallon, and this 
rolely on a departmental regulation; and 
he held that by the words to which ho 
bad referred the Government sought io- 
eldiously to Iegalise the practice. With re- 
gard to the conjunction ia one bill of the 
appropriation of moneya and thé tariff, ho 
held that euch a proceeding was caloalated to 
subvert the liberty of the people, ioaimach as 
it was adopted with the view of depriving a 
co-ordinate branch of the Loglslature of its 
right of fréely dizcusslng the aubjects that 
might como before it. The hon, momber 
complained that the Miolatry appeared to 
desire that tho country should be governed by 
departments, and contended that, if this wero 
thelr desire, it should be boldly etated.

An tu- 
Hance of that was alforded in the p sper datics 
question, When tho Houso of Loris rejected 
that measore, tho Commons paseed a series 
of resolutions, aud adopted a course not taken 
for many years—Vviz., establishing by preos- 
dent thelr right to a power portorsed by thea 
from timo immemorial. Now, lolding that 
tho samo privileges wery secured to this 
Hoore, was it Hot in their power to carry. 
thom out, Horegretted fo find the Speakor not 
eupgorting the tgbta of this Houeo-—(Orles 
of “Ob, oh”)—and he did not shriak from. 
tating as much, becauzo thisquestioa was far 
Tord important, than ooo nifcctiog au falt- 
viobal, be be who be might, If the House 
had tho right to deal with thls qavstion, it 
was their duly to exercieo that right, aud 
maintain that the finances of the country 
aaurt bo managed by the Assembly. 

Tho SPEAKER was corry to thiok avy 
hop. member, espectally n represantatlye of 
the Government and the leader of the Houe, 
should cbargs bim with ehirkiog the rights 
of the House op any cousideration. He had 
always maintained the rights of the Assombly 
during the number of years he had proalded 
over thelr deliberations, aud he woald 
maintain them etlll. "To bad always 
contended for tbis right, and bad: now 
only stated the practice and usages of 

fatlinmout in respect to its exerclas, 
He tnd interposed in order that ta ‘bil 
should be dealt with Jn tho regalar manner, 
nd bad objected to tha Introduction of an 
Appropriation Bill which contained revenue 
clauses. Ox tho very gronod of that #ugg7e- 
tion, the Dill was Withdrawn, and at taat 
moment the quetion no lougér existed. In 
fact, It ceascd to bs beforo the House, Hs 
bad then suggested the courea by which—if it 
wna desirable tbat the object ia view sbould 
bo attatneu~it could be attained, and which 
indeed was the only course to b) taken. It 
would thus be seen tbat the question never 
came Lefore tho Honse till tho pressut mo- 
ment, ond it was only now that ho could 
rélieve bimeclf from the reepouribility 
appearing to ndvite ou evasion of the stani 
ing order that he thought onght to bs sus 
pended before golng any further 
Mr. O'SHANASSY regarded tho effect of tho 
remarke of the Chief Secretary as steaogely 
introduced to o deliberative body, expecially 
on a question of the construction of law aud 
usage, It appeared to him (Me, O'Shaaassy) 
that in expressing his regret that the Speaker 
bad not miaintaived the rights of the House, 
the Chief Scoretary waa actually dispatiog 
tho right ofthe Speaker to fora any jwig- 
ment on the ma(tte'npall, Now, that was a 
course of action which could not ba defends, 
‘The only thing a member of Parliament, ora 
member of the Government, could do, if he 
was displeased with the ralina of the Speaker, 
‘was to take the sense of the House, aud g>~ 
vern the Speaket by the opicion of the 
majority; but. to make remarks which, tn 
effect, get aside the right of deliberatlo 
which every bon. member possessed, was 
wrong, c:pecially when the boa, member 
whore judgment was impugned was actually 
chargid with the function of seelog that the 
rules which formed the practico of Parlia. 
ment were preeerved. Indead, such a courte 
of action appeared

But it waa found by experience, 
wie and dient to adbere to thoze forms, 
that o bill ehould bs read o eccond time, that 
Ht ehould bo considered fn committeo, Ita 
amendments reported, and Pine considered 5 
that it ebould be read a third time, aod then 
Bolly pars. What were they all for bat the 
yrotectlon of public liberties? And for that 
Teason It was tho jutotest of every boo. mexn: 
ber to eco that thor forma wore complied 
witb, Sowuch for the question, so for ag this 
Chomber was conceimed, Hy bad thought It 
the business of those who represented the 
Goveromext In that House to insteact them- 
selves In tho rulea of tho House, and the 
modes of conducting the public adlairs there, 
ond it was no ples for them to set up, that 
they were waiting for the Sp2al to tell 
thom what to do. Why, tbe. Government 
who cet up euch o plea as that ooght to be put 
out of court. It was true that oceaidon 
maight orlte for boo. members to have rec7tree 
to the advice of the Speaker, on account of 
Lis euperlor experlence; but that was) dif- 
ferent from coming to him to know how to 
conduct bills through Parliament, ‘That was 
beside the question, and thy Speakar was not 
boond tovolunteerbilsadviceabout that sthere: 
fore, be (Mr. O'Sbanazsy) considered that there 
Was’ no pecessity whatevor to cenaury tho 
Speoker becauro be happened. to did from 
a majority of tho Hours ou this polat. AK 
for the real point at Lesue, whothor a mor i 
Dill could be tacked to the Appropriation Bill, 
he coptended thot It had not been showa 
thot the Hovge of Commons had. done 
anything of tho cort for tho Inst 160 
years ; and in respect to the Sgeal 
yullog’' as fo the rials of this, House blog 
the rights of the Honse of Commoor, he 
berged leave fo differ from that raling, ‘oud 
Hato bis renrove, Iu tho firat place, tho

who hed then found thomselves’ obliged to 
tako bis advice conld hardly avoid or doubt 
tho proprlety.of duivg v0 tn the sseond In 

‘tance. To come to tho matter issn, 
what was the use of the words "go far as the 
amo may be applicable ta this Assembly,” 

f thot Ateembly had the eame powers a3 the 
Commons? Why should thoy be put in exeapt 
fo show that the Assembly was, after all, to 

X within limits, ood that thoy wore only 

spowered to do under statuts what tho 

Hovse of Commons was not bound to do, oF 
not to doatall. Forexamplo, in tho tans 
fet of the property of tho Crown to the L gis. 
Inture of this country, no attempt was ret ap 
to show that that property was veated only In 
the Ascembly, which sbould haye particalar 
power to deal with it over that posscased Ly 
tho other branch of thy Legilaturo. Both 
Wore admitted to havwco-ordinate jurisdiction, 
Thoy were joiut trastees; aud whether the 
other chamber rupreevuted ouv of 100,000,090 
clectors, they could say yea or no to any quec- 
ten of dealing with the Crown lands, mines, 
minerals, aud gold, just a8 mach as this cham- 
ber. It was, theo, au assurdity for the Assem 
bly to ray that tu this matter they had an 
unlimited power to say and do what they 
liked. And was not land money matter? 
Could it ot Le reollaed as money, und, there- 
forv, the worde "#0 far as tho eamo tay be 
pliable to thie Assembly,” bad clearly in. 
viow the limited powers of that body in deal- 
ing with matters of this kind. 

Mr. KY'TE.—What about Mr, Dill! 

Mr. O'SHANASSY coutloued to eny, that 
Ju respect to the qnectlon raised then’ thera 
wero memberseitting on the Treasury bouches 
who had confended that in that case the par- 
ticolar party of the pross in question lind 
not Ipterfered with the deliberative rights of 
the Atsembly. Tuey boldly denied the right 
of the Assembly to Interfere, aud, although 
tho bop. member who raised the polnt was o 
political opponent of bis (Mr. O'Shanassy’s), 
Yet he bad stood op for those privilegos, and. 
the other ide—bo dared to eny—wore shame- 
fully beaten on thelr owu ground. Tat the 
present question aa on the form of the con- 
stitution of the House, whilo the one just 
alluded to touched oa tho privileges of hon, 
Members and the rights of deba'e, ‘The ar- 
goment now related to the rightof this House 
to do without the other branch of the Ingle 
Jotore, sud what bad that to do with the pri- 
vileges of tho House? Tho two things were 
totally dissimilar, (Hen, hear.) ‘Iho diatine- 
tion between the two was ag great aa that 
botween the Assembly and the town council, 
Tocariy on his provious uigument, ho woald 
Péint oot that the bill before ‘the House 
netunlly dealt with the (wrritorial rovenao, 
Tt was mixed up with the Appropriation Bili 
of the year, Evin the Minister of Justica 
bad orgued that the gold export duty was 
substantially arent ond nota tax, If it was 
a rept it was not a tax, and no doubt what 
thot bop. member held ouce he held now. 
Aud what wag the clanso of the Constitution 
Act relating to this territorlal revenuc. It 
was this-— 

“Subject to the provisions herolu con- 
tained, tt ball be lawful for the Legislature 
of Victoria to mako laws for regalatiug the 
sale, letting, disposal, and accupation of tho 
woete lands of tho Crown, witbio the eaid 
colony, aud of all minca aod miocrals 
therein. 7 
Let hoo. membera mark the word “ Legisla- 
ture" ot ' the House of Assembly.” What 
‘Woe the object of this but to prevent the sub- 
ject from beiog dealt with by one House 
lose. This was auother proof that thore 
was fomethiog in the standing orders to 
show that the Assembly: bad not the rights 
of the House of Commons in many matters, 
Itebowed still more tbe effeqg of the words 
“eo far as the same may bo applicable to this 
Assembly.” They wera evidently Inserted 
intentionally, for If they were omitted It 
would be assuming, mora or less, that this 
House bad all the rights of the House of 
Commone, which (bey had not. 
_Mr, HIGINUOTHAM. — What are our 
rights ? - 

Mr. O'SHANASSY.—We have tho rights 
which the Constitution confers upon us, and 
no more. We have a right to legislato on all 
watters contaloed withia the four comers of 
the Constitution Act. 

Mr. HIGINBOTILAM sald he know that, 


Mr, O'SHANASSY took it then that tho 
hon.’ Attorney-General was answered. (A 
lovgb.) He mked would moybody  oon- 
tinue the aalogy that the Adembly 
and the Houss of Commons had the ame 
rights? Would they argus avalozically that 
the Legislative Council was the same as th 

Honse of Lords? Why the thing was ab- 
urd, Vid not exist hery. Doth 
Toute re under statute, mud by 
that sfatute they must abide, Ia ‘ono cas 
there wasan oppeal in support of the privi- 
Lges of this House to the Supreme Conrt, 
‘nd from thenes to the Privy Council. It 
was thon contended that tho Huns “had 
noright to paw a certain act; and If the 
Privy Council had adopted that view, would 
t bave been go much waste paper?

Could it be said, 
fat because the Crown bad not exercised the 
Tight ct tejectlon 1a England for 160 yoars, 
that the Government by such rejection would 
be golog outside the Constitation ? Could the 
Governor reject » bill? Ho (Mfr, O'Shanasey) 
contended that he could, ‘his very blll 
Bight Le rejected, for aught be know. So 
euch an avalogy could not be setup, There 
frason nualogy io the forws of legistation 
Tho stacding orders, modes of debate, and all 
the main precedunts laid down as to procasd- 
Inge? but to cay tho powers of each body werw 
equal, was monstrous, ‘This Leglelature could 
not wake peace nor war. Tu fact, there were 
ippumerablo subjects which it could not 
Dandle, and to eet up apy theory of equal 
footlug other than that of the power of pass- 
Ing legislative cuactments, was the most idl 
colour ofebams. Whatwightoccnr practically? 
‘The Secretary of State for the Colonies might 
withdraw aby Ministry, aud do what ho 
eased in bis instructions to the Governor. 
Would that suport the analogy? Why, even 
in the elaple lovying of dutios the Assembly 
was coostiaixed to follow the coarec of the 
Constitution Act, All duties must by charged 
the tame to all: but the Houso. of Commons 
could make distinctive dutles to-morrow. It 
Wow quite trao that It was open to b: argued 
Uhat the Constitution would bear the strain 
upon It when the point camo to bo tried ; and 
this wes the point. where constitutloual 
Writers found go much difficulty. It was 
ound extremely bard ¢o beep withia the Hues 
of the law, and hence the British Coustita- 
tlon was £0 pralsed because It had ag uu- 
hounded Jatitude, not being encambered by 
statute, In Victorla, however, oar Constita. 
tion was a written one, and we wore bound 
by tts limite, Again, it was said that this 
Houre was only making its own prop 
which the olber Chamber could rejoct that 
was, tbat they bad the legal igbt to do so, 
but’ not tho constitutional right, Tor this 
argument it was only necessary jook again: 
Bethe powers given to this Chambor by the 
Constitution Act itself, Thoy were these 
“All bills for avoroptlating suy part of 
the revenge of Victoria, and for imposing aoy 
doty, rate, tox, rent, return or Impost, oball 
origliate in tho Atsembly, ond may, bo re- 
Fected, but not altered, by the Caunoll.” 
‘Thus the power of rejection was clearly given, 
and wby should the clause bo made to say 
that the rejection would be legal bat not con 
étitttional, In fact, the Council had, the 
Kegal and constitutional right, both. What 
‘was the use of stating this fa the Constitution 
‘Act unless if was meant that the two thiogs 
=the two bodlee—wers of eqnal foros and 
Suthonity? That argument was unaoswer- 
able, and could not be met. The ques. 
tion’ wight be asked of the Council, “ Do 
You mject_ o money Dill by soy other 
Power than that conferred by the con- 
stitution 2 just ag the Assembly might, be 
asked, “Do you legislate ander any other 
foown law than that under which yon ara 
areeuibled?” Tow could thodistinctlon bo set 
OP? ‘The House of Commons mightect It ap 
ns forming part of thelr practice, or a8 form: 
Ing part of the practical mode of workiog the 
Constitution: but tho Victorian constitution 
yas within written mits, and the cases wero 
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fofar different. Was if not monstrous te 
declare that this Assembly had tho iaberout 
poner of Initiating controlling matters of 
finance, that nothiog was left to the Upper 
House but tho right of legal assent or. legal 
rejection, but that if they legally rej-ctod 
they wero acting unconstitutionaly. Sapposo 
this Chamber wero to commit great exteay: 
gances, get Jato debt, and be left without tho 
means of paying off Its avnual inoumbrance, 
would it be held that the Uppor House 
Was to Lave no deliberate voice in the 
adjustment of that debt? Would It bs 
borne that for all time a debt of say ons 
hundred millions of mouey was to be dealt 
with simply by a majority of the Assembly ? 
Agoin, in our new untried legislative system, 
only elght years old, to set up a clalm to this 
power was extraordloary. te Broz not 80 
imuch from aquestion of right as from a weak- 
ker inbereut in oor system, and honco it 
would bose been a rash and’ foolish ox 
ment on the part of those who bad auything 
todo with thu framing of the Coustitation to 
confer £0 enormous o powcr on any ous 
Chamber, So unlikely wassuch an intention, 
that, in fact, o creator Jatitade was given to 
this Cbnmibut than toavy other, for it was ad- 
mitted that in two other colonies the second 
Chamber was endowed with the powor of alter- 
jog Guance measures. That power was not 
given herg and when it was assumed, though. 
only for the purpoas of correcttog tho Estl- 
nates, ho (Mr, O'Shanass) bad lavarlably ro. 
slated it. After giving a. fow reacons why ho 
bod not spoken before oa thisquestlon, Mr. 
O'Sbanassy proceeded to contend that the 
question whethor thoexercise of sncb a power 
os that clolmed for this Assembly was wise or 
pnwieo had nothing todo with the matter, 
‘The question of whethor a change was deair- 
able was besldo the point at itsne, and he 
beld that o precedent could not now b> 
wade. ‘Tho words of the standing orders 
wero what ho held by, for with referenco to 
the forme aud usage of the Houzo of Com: 
mons, the practice for 10) years had been to 
Fond up the Appropriation Act at tho oad of 
tho session by ileelf, and if the contrary could 
‘bo tbown thon there would bs anthorily to go 
op. What waa tho uss of going back to 1659, 
when respontiblo goveroment was only esta: 
Dilshed in 1688, and never golug more for- 
ward than 1710? Could that bo cited as 
practice, and was not Sgnoring tho existiog 
late of the form, usage, aud practice, admitting 
In reality, that tho objections taken to the 
Proposed procecding wore fondamentally right, 
What would bo the effect of tacking bills? 
Why, if the House could tack two bills 
together, it could tack twenty or Hfty ; aud 
the result would be a perfect babel of con 
fusion. | Supposing the Appropriation aud 
Tariff Bill to be ected by the Coancll, 
what would be the resalt? Would tho 
Mivietry dare (o put their bands Into the 
‘Treasury without a warraut from tho Go- 
verpor? Tho Governor, however, was boaud 
down by tho statute law—he could not give 
8 warront for the payment of money out of 
tho ‘Treasmy without the authority of au act 
of Parliament. What, then, would .be the 
kaln of thia grand system of tacking tho 
tarlif to the Appropriation Bill? ‘Avhat 
would bs tho nest move? Who was to pay 
the public debts? Ifbe were o supporter of 
the Ministry, he would not concur ia tho 
Droroeitoty to tack tho two billa togetber 
util the Goyoroment fraukly informed hia 
what they {otended to do in the eveat of the 
measure being rejected by tho Inglalative 
Council. Rosy hed. not given a single inti- 
mation to the House ns to what it was thelr 
intention to do, ‘Their only reply Was, that 
sufficient for the day was the evil thereol, and 
that they would consider what course 
to pursue at the proper tiny Tt_bod 
been stated by a membor of tho Upper 
Houro that thera were three contingencies 
which might arige if tho bill were reject=d. 
There might be a commercial crisls, of au 
appeal to the countrs, or, worst calamity of 
oll, the Government might resign, (A laugh ) 
Hv did not think that there was Itkely to ba 
a commercial crisis over the bonds given as 
sccurlty for the fow thousand pounds’ worth 
of tea aod sugar duties in a commauity 
which boasted of baving £10,000,000 of im- 
ports ond £10,000,000 of exporta per annum, 
As to av appeal to tho country, he did not 
eco the policy of that stop, when the Govern 
ment clalined that the Houss bad been & 

by on ovcrwbelmiog majurity In favour of 
their policy ; and as fo the resigoation of the 
Ministry, that, was n matter locked entirely 
In their'own breasts. (Langhter,) Fly peo: 
tested agait endeavouring to catablish a 
Precedent for the courge which the Goveru- 
ment wero adopting when wo precedent 
existed. Was the House justified, under the 
Constitution Act, in adopting that coarse ; 
ond if it did adopt It, was it prepared for the 
consequences which would follow? It might 
be that there were defects in the constitation 
of the colony which it was dosirabls to 
Femedys bot they ought to be reme- 
dicd ia a proper manner, aud not by 
vlolort nnd onconstitatioual  procendines. 
The Attorney-General had argued that the 
Upper House represented proj y only, and 
that the Lower House represented tho poopla 
—Teprsented numbers. That distinction, 
however, was o fallacious one, Tho Asssmbly 
only represented the majority of the electors 
by whom the members of the House wero 
retorned ; and, morcovur, It represented pro 
perty as’ well ns the Legislatlye Coaacil, 
Verlips (here were pot zo many miltionaites 
In that House as there were fn the Uppar 
House but bo doubted whither there waa to 


‘out the will of the majority of the touss, 
(Mr. Kyte—"'The will of the people.) Tho 
hon. mewhor concluded by stating that a3 he 
differed from tho ruling of the Speaker on two 
points, ho bad thought {t only courteous to 
tho Speaker to explain tho Weduads upon 
which be differed, and in dolog so he felt that 
he bad diccharged a public duty.  (Obeer3 
from the Opposition.) 


Mr. Micmre, having referred to the numbor 
of opinions which the Speaker had glveo, 

roteated agalust the suspensioa of tho stand- 
fos ordere, on the ground that that woald bo 
o eurrender of the whole qoestion. He con- 
tended that the practice and usage of Varlia- 
tient, although ft might stand suspended, in 
Tarlicular modes of opsration, for long periods, 
s{ill remained If not absolutely aad speci 
cally abandoned, The right to tack formerly 
oxercited by the House of Commons was 
hever relinquished, although tt was allowed 
to remain dormant for yeate. With regard to 
the Legislative Council belng a co-ordinate 
House of Legislature, although this micht ba 
the case in matters of geueral Jeglelntion, be 
held that the Legislative Assembly occupied 
the paratonut position in matters of fiaance 
and taxation. He expreased the bullef that a 
reat deal of hypocrisy and eubterfugo bad 
fren exhibited in coonexion with this enbject. 
Hop. members pretended to fight for tho prl- 
vileges of the Upper Hone, when they kaew 
they were fighting for something else, 
With regard to tho inquiry of tho mem: 
ler for Kilmore, a3 to the intentions of 
the Government io the event of the Upper 
Houeo rejecting the bill, tho lon, member 
‘oust be content to digest his curiosity. 

Mr. Grutirs fnsisted that the Government 
policy could not be joetified by nuy practice 
Of the Imperlal Parliament for the last hau- 
Gred yeare, and therofore—even nccotding to 
the reading of the Minister of Justlos—It 
ust be regarded as uncoustitational. 

Mr. Hicrsporiaa expressed his gratifica. 
tion that tho Houee had at length awakened 
to o senso of its own rights, s 

Mr. Lavon questioned, as a matter of dry 
law, whether tho House bad tho powet to 
tack, aud ho questioned the expediency of 
the proceeding. Ife also considered that tho 
Speaker had been bardly dealt with for 
timply performing bis duty. 

Mr. Brany urged that the tack was not for 
bidden by the ttaudlog ordere 

‘After remarks from Mr. G. V. Smith, Mr. 
Lavey, Mr, Valo, Mr, Bindon, Mr. Snodgrass, 
‘and Br, Macgregor, the report was adopted. 

On tho question that, the Dill bo read a 
third time, tho House divided, and the bill 
was carried by 41 to 16. ;

‘The message nroposcd that the proper amount 
should bo enbetitated: aud ha begged to 
move that tho amendirents be ageeed to. 


Mr. M'Cass oreed that tho Instalmont of 
Legislative Council reform which had bean 
secured by tho Attorney-General’ etforts at 
consolidation should not be relinquished. 


Mr. Hrorsnoriam contended that what 
ever reform might bo desired In the constita- 
tion of tho Upper House sboald be effected In 
‘a falr, honest, oud open manner, and should 
not bo eccured by pure accident.

They 
Implied (as all theo men peraiit in 
doing), Mf they did not assert, that Koglnnd 
bad dono the Federal States a wroug, 
Which sho was bound to redress at thd 
Coillect opportunity; oud the noble I 
st ovy rate, eccmed tojthink that it became 
Us to tffaco the recollection of our offence by 
the promptnees of our atonoment. Earl 
aucll vory properly potatad ont that Lots 
motion was altogether fallacious, Ax bo re.

Tt js equally clonr, a3 
both the Premier and the Forelga Seoretary 
argued, that If vould be premataro to with 
draw our recognition of belligerent rights on 
the pait of the Cunfederates ¢9 long ns tho 
Fedcrala act ina manner Iuconslatent with 
state of peace, Until. they raisa tha block- 
ade of the Southern ports, and renounce aoy 
claim to ttop and ecarch veasels on tho bigh 
fcos, it le plain that they are in no position 
tonsrert that peace Is reatored.

the control of Prussia; aud it is, at loash 
not Smpeesiblo that the population may 
atlast in sheer wearlyess abandon thelr dealro 
for th formation of an Independent prin 
cipality, and throw themeolves unreservedly 
Into thi arms of the North German power. If, 
indeed, Prassia would consent to giva Ausiria 
guarantee for the eecore possaion of her 
hou German provinces, thy latter power 
would probably bs found as complinut. a3 
could be desired. The Cablact of Vieoon 
caro littl of nothing cither for thorighta of 
the people of the Dachies, or for tbe rights of 
the Dake of Augustenburg.

MERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


LONDON, Mar 23,

Osiug to the prospects of 
greater commercial activity, a demand for 
money had sprung up which yas telling 
powerfully upon the bank. rererve. Some 
Withdrawals of gold for the Continent had 
alco taken place, but they bn Leen fully 
copnlerbalsnced by the arrivals from 
Avetra'ia In comethiog like their “old 
prepottions, At the enhanced rate thore 
“wax for eome time a moderate de 
wand both at tho Bink and Iu the open 
worket, but daring the preceut werk com- 
amurcial bills have become very écaree, Tho 
fact ie, there is a very uneasy and distrust(al 
feding abosd, cauecd in part by the hostile 
attitode of Awerlea towards tho Mextean 
empire, which has never been recognised at 
Washington, and the ramoured advance of a 
loan of twenty-five million dollars to Juarez; 
‘nud egsravated by tho numerous beavy 
failures recently reported, as woll as others 
regarded es inevitable. Ia coneequence of 
‘this wont of confidence, discounts had begun, 
to diminizh and capital to accumulate to 
ench an extent that the bank dircctors found 
it neceseary yesterday to retrace thelr steps, 
atd reduce the minimum to four per cxut.

‘There have been lately permeating 
England, with no inconsiderable success, 
since where’ fools abound koaves will 
always fatten, a couple of affectionate 
brothers, a Yankee edition of Romunus 
and Ress, whose chief apparent 
success lies in wntying by invisible 
fingers the congories of knots with which 
strangers have visibly bound them. We 
are far from generally comparing Messrs. 
M‘Cuntocn and Frascis to the Dave 
rort Brothers, believing them greatly 
moro honest, aud in the untying of 
knots greatly less clever, but we cannot 
help being reminded of a likeness, when 
we think of tho facility with which 
these ingenious gentlemen have let 
themselves be tied up by alien hands, 
apparently only for the pleasure of 
trying whether or no they can wriggle 
tliemselves logse, As leading mercantile 
men, they must bave -perfectly well 
understood what they were about. 
They knew as well as any ono that Vic- 
toria, from its central position and mag- 
nificent harbour, is naturally the com- 
mercial emporium of the Australias 


The trade of the colony, as of 
the mother country, depended on 
the utmost freedoi of  intercolonial 


intercourse. In England, the Customs 
duties, which form one-fourth of the re: 
venue, are collected substantially ont of 
two or three articles, and the relief of 
all others being exempted from inspec- 
tion is, in its way, as great as that from 
the actual remission of a tax. In this 
happy state, to ,compare small things 
with great, we actually were, till the 
freak entered the Ministerial heads to 
allow themselves to be tied up at the 
wish of a fow very uninfluential but very 
noisy individuals. Fortunately, how: 
ever, the new tariff has so skimmed the 
surface of things, instead of probing 
their substance, that whatever of good 
or bad it has effected can be readily 
effaced. A financial change, wrought 
under the pressure of desperate diffi 
culties, such as now weigh on New 
South Wales, is commonly so wide- 
sweeping aud deep-searching as to be 
revolutionary. Tu our own case, the 
gods be praised, there is nothing of this. 
Phe damage done to our trade by the 
suspense of the past few months has 
undoubtedly been great, but it has not 
happily been rainous, aud a twelvemonth, 
or even less, of restored confidence would 
probably set matters straight again. 
Before it is too Inte, then, we hope 
that the Ministry will retreat from 
the preposterous position it has taken 
up. Tt has had its fling. It has eajoled 
the Assembly, bullied the Speaker, and 
carried everything before it up to the 

resent time; but now the affair has 
fe remitted to other hinds, ‘The 


yuncil has a perfect right po reject the 

tacked bill if it ploacoa; aud there can 
be no doubt, from the temper already 
displayed by. that august assemblago, 
that rejected it will be. Woy should 
not the Government and the  As- 
sembly acquiesce? Let them fight 
the battle over again if they please, 
but not on this quibble of tacking. The 
question whether free trade or protection 
be the better policy has never yet been 
fairly placed before the country. {tis right 
that this should be done, even though the 
result bethe introduction of a measure ten 
times more protectionist than the present. 
In the latter case, we shall know, at least, 
what we are contending for, ‘whether 
to believe in Mr. GLApstone and 
Lis results, or to pin our faith upon 
Berny and bis; but, at any rate, we 
shall have something tangible to go 
upon. To leave a certain good for ao 
uncertain better, is very dubious wi 
dom ; but no position can be so ridi- 
culous as to be hunting and fighting for 
a shadow. 


The adventurous M.P. who styled the 
last month of the session “ the Massacre 
“of the Tonocents” must have had a 
very keen appreciation of the fitness of 
things. A Parliamentary. sitting, like 
March at home, if it come in like a lion 
is sure to go out like a lamb, or, if it 
continue to roar at nll, it does so 
“gently as any sucking dove.” No 
extent of patriotism, it is proved, can 
continuously stand hot rooms, bad air, 
Inte hours, and constant badgering; aud 
the man who comes up prepared and 
pledged to his enlightened constituents 
to play the devil with everyone and 
everything, is apt to slink nway at the 
end in a state of perfect tameness. If 
the present session of the Victorian 
Houses is likely to prove an ex- 


ception, the cause is the extreme

infinite variety for all, When in 1851 
the good Prince opened the magic 
bazanr of the arts, the sciences, the 
trades, the products, the mothods, and 
manipulations of the whole world, its 
consummatesuccess was duo full as much 
to the perpetual interchange of the gay 
and beautiful as to. the utilitarian good 
it was about to work out for the nations, 
For a shilling the sight-seer , might 
wander from north to south, from enst 
to west, through the wonders of the 
habitable globe, {t was as a reve- 
lation to the vast multitude of the mar- 
yellous things this earth contains— 
things which they had rend of, and 
known before, but then first prac- 
tically believed in. We eannot hope 
in this respect to vie with London or 
Paris, or come near them by many 
degrees ; but in’ some points we can 
wake our Australasian exbibition even 
niore unique. If we must make perforce 
but an inferior show of the gfeat things 
of civilization, inthephenomena and pecu- 
inrities of the virgin aud natural world 
we are especially rich, It is only within 
the Inst ten years that we are begiuning 
to know comprehensively the world we 
live in. Our area of intercommunica- 
tion in the coming year will be three 
times as great asin 1856, From Tahiti 
to King George's Sound each district 
hos hitherto known ats own notabilia, 
and them only. This is all over 
now. If when the programme is 
arranged the working committee 
take time by the forelock, it 
bo ‘able to bring together such 
an array of tho hidden curiosities 
of our Southern World as will astonish 
even that remarkable person—the oldest 
inhabitant. What do Tasmanians’ or 
Victorians really know of Carpentaria? 
How many of us could stand an examina 
tion on Fiji or iti? Even the 
-warrior Maori is, we suspect, little but, 
a myth to any but the Pakehas i 
New Zealand. Thousands and teus of 
thousands will be very glad to spend 
their shillings and hal(crowns in any 
sufficiently ample and organized exhibi- 
tion which will give them « really fair 
chance of seeing with their own eyes what 
the men, and women, and beasts, and 
birds, and vegetables, and imninerals, and 
productions of all kinds, artificial or 
natural, of the Australias really are. 
This is, of course, only one, and the 
weakest side of the whole business. We 
say the less of the great utilitarian ad- 
vantages as we have dwelt on them 
[before. To the working and thinking 
men, who by hundreds of thousands 


sand inventors who flocked 
Exhibition of 1851 from all parts of 
the earth it was a great deal mora than 
a show : it gave them a new visi 

set all their busy brains to work—it 
was the parent of countless novel 
thoughts, which have ‘borne good fruit 
alrendy, and will bear much more. If 
that of 1866 will not do as much in 
extent for Australia—as how can it — 
it is Jikely to doas much morein degree 
as we the more sadly want it. Never was 
a time and never was a country which 
more grievously cried ont than ours now 
for mechanical improvement. Economy 
of time and economy of motive-power 
are the alpha and omega of progress 
with @ population in which a man re- 
ceiyes two-fold the European wages for 
doing half the work. In all our 
économie and industrial processes we aro 
still blundering in the dark. We pick 
up experience only through our losses, 
and those losses, which would be but a 
flea-bite to England, are, in the aggre- 
gate, a series of shocks which stunt our 
young growth, though they may not 
destroy it. 

We will tako it for granted, as a 
matter of politeness, that the select 
committee, though at present it gives no 
sign, is really not asleep, but aware of 
its duty and working it. Two or three 
points of detail, however, it may not bo 
beneath its dignity to be reminded of. 
Early action is the first thing needful, 
Procrastination is the assassin of these 
and similar undertakings, If the exbibi- 
tion isto beheld next year, there is already 
no time to lose. The matter should at 
once be officially brought before the 
Legislatures of the different colonies. 
‘The greatest precautions should ba 
taken for the sifo transmission of 
specimens, and that it should be known 
that such is the case, Notorionsly bad 
packing has ruined tho chances of two 
of the European exhibitions, and the 
risk is far greater in Australia, It is a 
poor return for the zeal of contributors 
to remit to them congeries of fragments, 
‘This is the more to be attended to if the 
exhibition include, as we hope it will; a 
varied collection of art. At Dublin, 
in 1854, tho galleries of paintings 
and gems were the geeat popular 
attractions, and Australia in this so 
for resembles.

There have been some recent e: 
periments in Europe in connexion with 
the propagation and preservation of 
salmon that just at present possess 
more than ordinary interest for us, 
when onr young fish at Badger Creek 
are arriving at maturity, or at least at an 
age when their natural instinets may 
prompt them to migrate to the ealt- 
water. It appears that a certain M. 
Hertixo bad somo time ago conceived 
the idea that salmon might be confined 
in Inkes and ponds of fresh-water, and that 
1s long as they wero well fed thoy would 
grow to a good size, aud would also 
breed. Impressed with the idea, ho de- 
termined to bring his theory to the test 
of proof ; and in 1896 he placed about 
9,000 salmon fry, and a number of sea 
trout fry, taken froma hatching apparatus, 
in two Jakes in the district of Lauroik, 
in Norway. These lakes ave 1,000ft. 
above the sea level, and contained at the 
time no other kind of fish but minnows. 
They were, however, full of insects 
and frogs. alt the present time these 
Jakes are well stocked with fish of both 
kinds, Last summer a salmon of eight 
pounds weight was caught, but the 
largest sea trout taken weighed only two 
and a balf pounds. Other experiments 
were tried in some large Inkes more than 
thirty English miles in length, into 
which, in the springs of 1857-8, from 
15,000 to 16,000 salmon fry were let out. 
Last year salmon were taken weighing 
from nine to eleven pounds each. It 
appears, also, that other experiments on a 
smaller scale have taken place, and 
proved successful, and that both salmon 
and trout haye propagated, as there is 
an abundance of fish of all sizes in the 
before-mentioned Jakes. With regard to 
the quality of these Jake fish, M. 
Herminc ‘says that the flavour of 
the sea trout more closely resombles 
that of the fresh-water trout than 
avy other fish; nud that the flesh 
of the Jake salmon bas the samo 
red colour and the same flavour as 
those taken inealmon rivers, though the 
fish are generally somewhat leaner than 
salmon usually aro when they first arrive 
from the sea, But, at all events, he 
says they would be readily saleable in 
any market, Whether the lnke salmon 
would keep its original qualities through 
several generations, or degenerate, time 
alone could prove. 

This idea of confining salmon and 
trout to fresh-water is not altogether a 
new one, nor is M, Herrine entitled to 
the sole credit of it, for M. Cosre had 
proved its feasibility some time ago. 
‘The subject has Istely been very freely 
ventilated in England; but the utility 
of the proceeding is questioned. It 
is argued that salmon will grow much 
nore quickly, be in finer condition, and 
obtain more suitable food and in greater 
quantity in salt-water, and that nothing 
is gained by confining them in fresh, 
M. Hertino’s assertions are not doubted ; 
but that any great advantage will result 
from bis experiments is questionable, 
as the numerous salmon rivers of 
Great Britain and Northern Europe, 


= 


if properly conservated, will always 
afford an illimitable’ supply of 
fish of the finést quality, and 


nothing would be gained by depriving 
the fish of all chance of indulging theic 
migratory instincts. At this side of the 
globe, however, the caso is widely 
diferent. We have few rivers suitable 
for salmon, and if our small instalment 
of young fish come to an untimely end 
in their first passage to the sea, wo 
should have to commence again with 
laying in a fresh stock of ova, and 
Lave to wait another tedious period 
before they arrived at the smolt state. 
We believe that both in Tasmania 
and in this colony the young salmon 
have been all set free, otherwise it 
would bave been worth trying the ex- 
periment with a certain number, by 
placing them in some lake or pond large 
enough to give them a fairchance. Tho 
Yau Yean reservoir seems just the thing, 
and there can be no question that if M. 
Herrine has notbeen led into error, that 
amore fitting or safer locality for proving 
the truth of what he asserts could not 
be selected. If salmon will thrive aud 
propagate in a Norwegian lake, why 
should they not do so in a Victorian 
one? And ifall we are told is true, 
and the yoracious Murray cod did not 
exterminate them, that lake would soon 
be stocked with fish. Of food, we opine 
that the salmon would there find any 
quantity, and there is amplo depth of 
water to shelter them even during the 
intense beats of an Australian summer. 
There are other parts of the colony, 
also, where salmon preserves could 
be initiated, and there is no doubt 
that in a short time the value of 
these would be such that quite a novel 
industry would be created, and a new 
source of wealth developed. The pro- 
spect of thus obtaining a certain 
supply of fish seems almost too good to 
a 
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be true. M. Hetrixc has also proved 
that in bays and inlets of tho sea, 
where a sufficient depth of water can 
be obtained, salmon may bo confined 
for any length of time, and that 
they will continue to thrive and 
grow until thoy arrivo at a large 
size, the influx of the tides bring- 
ing up au amplo supply of food. There 
aro places in our const-lino where an 
experiment of this kind might be tried— 
at Westorn Port, for example—and thero 
yrould be no difliculty, we should think, 
in obtaining a leaso of ground, or 
water rather, from Government for 
tho purpose. It is satisfactory thus 
to know, from what M. Herriva and 
others tell us, that the salmon is so 
nccommodating « creature, and will so 
readily adapt itself to-places and circum- 
stances. Its ultimate establishment in 
our rivers and bays is surely, then, 
merely a question of time, and we may 
calculate that in a few years it will, a3 
an article of food, be brought within the 
reach of nearly all classes of Her 
Majesty’s subjects in this colony.

“OUR HOME LETTER” 


‘At ihe moment when we commence tho 
writing of these lines, the great queation 
which has ogitnted all our bosoms for 
months past—whother the new tariff will 
or will not become law—remains still un- 
decided. All that we are in a position 
to roport positively is, that the As- 
sembly hos. tacked the obnoxious 
mesure to the Appropriation Bill. and 
hos sent it in this form to the Uppor House, 
ho discussion on the proposal to tack 
commenced on the 18th inst., and was 
encountered nt the outset by two ob- 
jections on the part of the Speaker. 
One of these objections was merely 
fa question of form, but in the other 
lie warned the Hous that it was con- 
trary to the practice of Parliament to 
jnsert revenue clauses ina Bill of Appro- 
priation, and that he should be unable to 
put the question unless the stauding 
Orders were auspondedh Lt was not likely, 
however, that the Government would be 
stopped in its career of triumph by such 
obstacles as these. Accordingly, on the 
following evening, the resolution to tack 
was agreed to by a majority of two to 
one. The tacked bill was subsequently 
received by the Upper Houso and read a 
first time; but there is an evident in- 
tention to throw it out on the second 
reading. 

Before this letter leaves Melbourne, 
our daily contemporaries will have an- 
nounced, in all probability, the sctual 
fale of the tacked bills in the Legislative 
Council. It would, therefore, be idle in 
us to indulge in speculations on the sub- 
ject. But to make matters quite clear to 
the ynderstanding of the English reader, 
it may be well to give a brief recapitula- 
tion of the circumstances which have led 
to the present enbroglio. 

Be it understood, then, that a large 
majority of the members of the present 
Parliament were elected on a strong pro- 
tectionist platform. They came to. Mel- 
bourne determined to introduce serious 
modifications into the tariff, upon the 
plea of affording “protection to native 
industry." The M’Culloch Ministry, or 
at least all its more prominent members, 
were professedly free-traders ; but to 
secure the support of the protec- 
ionist majority, they deserted their 
principles, aid introduced a tariff which, 
Its opponents aver, will prove ruinous 
to the trade of the colony, without 
affording any eflectual protection to 
local interests, It is needless to say 
that this obnoxious measuro was received 
nwith a shout of indigoation by every 
free-teader in Victoria, and at firat the 
opposition seemed so strong that it up- 
peared unlikely that the Government 
would weather the storm, The mer- 
chants and shipowners of Melbourne were 
unremitting in their ellorts to procure the 
rejection or modification of imposts which 
threatened their trade with ruin, but their 
labours were only partially successful, 
and the new tarifl ultimately passed 
through the Assembly almést intact. 
At this point, however, an unexpected 
difficulty presented itself. The Govern- 
ment, though in a majority in the Lower 
House, is ina minority in the Council, 
and an ominous rumour arose that the 
Upper House would in this case exercise 
its privilege in regard to money bills by 
throwing out the new tariff tn globo. 
When this intention becawe known, the 
Government immediately proposed to 
the Assembly to tack the tarilf to the 
Appropriation Bill, and thus throw upon 
the Council the responsibility of rejecting 
the one bill with the other; and, after long 
constitutional discussions, and the quota- 
tion of innumerable precedents on either 
side, the proposal, as we have seen, has 
been finally adopted. + 

The other proceedings of Parliament 
during the month have not presented any 
features of marked interest. Several 
little ebullitions on the part of the Upper 
House, however, have unmistakably in- 
dicated that the relations at present sub- 
sisting between the two branches of the 
Legislature are the reverse of cordial. 
The Council has exhibited, on more 
than one occasion, a decided tendency 
to stand upon its dignity, and hi 
been loud in its complaints of the dis- 
respect with which it is treated by the 
Government, There haa been some 
donger that the bad state of feeling exist- 
ing between the Housea might endanger 
the passing of uscful and necessary mea- 
sures; but this untoward result hus, 
Lnppily been avoided hitherto. 

‘ur Government is about to throw it- 
self upon the English money market for 
a Joan of £350,000. This loan is re- 
quired for defraying the cost of the works 
of defence, water-supply, and railway 
ropair, which we mentioned in our last 
letter, We intend to offer you six por 
cent. for the use of the money, and you 
will bo yery foolish if you do not sub. 
scribe for it eagerly. Whatover the 
enemies of democratic government may 
say, rest assured that your dividenda will 
be as sufo ag though thoy were guaranteed 
by the British Government. Tt has been 
Suggested here that you will wonder why 
we do not raise the monoy among out- 
selves, and that tho fact that we make 
no altempt to do so will go against us in 
the estimation of English. capitalists. 
This, however, is great nonsense, and 
English capitalists probably know their 
business better than to pay any attention 
to it, The fact is, that six por cont, 
Jonna caunot be raised here because 
people can get a great deal more for thoir 
‘money in'other ways. Capitalists who 
can obtain ten por cent. on first-class 
Jonded security, and tyelyo and a half, 
fifteen, aud twenty per cent. on other 
modes of investment, naturally refuso to 
have say thing to say to aix por cont. 
But with you it is different. It is not 
often that you havo a chance, unless tho 
state of allairs hos changed very much 
since we left England, of getting six per 
cent, for your money on good security, 
and therefore you should not neglect the 
present opporiunity. 


alpropos of capitalists, we obserso by 
a parograph in a late English newspaper, 


that a member of the-English Parlin- 
ment is nbbut to pay a visit to hia 
“oalat in, Australin. Tho gentle- 
man in question does not belong to 
this colony, but his case” affords a 
very good illustration of the sort of 
Nemesis which almost invariably over- 
takes these rich Australiana who go homo 
ta enjoy (dignified nndiliuxusoaailivesin 
England, whilo their “estates” aro left 
-to the care of agents. Sooner or Inter, 
they nearly all have to come out again 
to look after their affairs, and sometimes 
to find those nffnirs not in the best order. 
It is not long since a worthy baronet 
hailing from a ‘elghbouting colony, who 
counts his income by tens of thousands, 
carne out by one mail and went back by 
the nest, aiter n visit to /is estates ; and 
wo know of another gentleman, now 
resident in England, who gande a’ largo 
fortune in this city, and who roturned to 
us some two yeara ago to find his pro- 
perty deprocinted by fifty per cent, Ia 
it surprising that we who remain out 
BaroNUaarneelthobhestuacdAliardencoe 
theday, should derive a grim satisfaction 
from tho contemplation of these tranblea 
of our richer brethren? Tho truth is, 
these gentlemen are so Greedy. of gain 
that they overreach themselyos. We have 
heard of some of them who have been 
known to speak snecringly to their aris- 
tocratio friends in England of the demo- 
cratic institutions of these colonies, to 
which they owe everything; but at the 
same timo they arc not afraid to commit 
their property tothe care of those in- 
stitutions. They are not too proud to in- 
yeat their money in the highly remuncra- 
tive securities of these colonics, whilat 
they escape all the duties and reaponsi- 
Dilities which the ownership of colonial 
property entails upon resident proprie- 
tore, What wonder then if, in their 
attempts to combine the democratic ten 
per cent. with the aristocratic society 
and low prices of England, they should 
occasionally come to grief, aud mect with 
smoll eympathy from us in their misfor- 
tunes. 
_ Among the notable events of the month, 
wo must not forget to mention the de- 
parture of the expedition in search of the 
Jest explorer Leichardt. ‘This interesting 
occurence took place on Monday, tho 
8rd July, at the station of a Mr. Camp- 
bell, inthe Murray district. ‘he leave- 
taking was effected quite quietly and un- 
ostentatiously, the only demonstration 
being the cheers of the few idlers who 
hed been attracted to the spot by a de- 
sire to sce the dromedaries which accom- 
pray the expedition, ‘These docile 
creatures, which aro fourteen in number, 
will be used to carry the heavy baggage 
of the party, and if the horses should 
fail, will, no doubt, prove valuable auxi- 
jiariea in other ways. The little band 
of explorers number some ten or a dozen 
in all, They aro all Well armed and 
mounted, and they have with them, 
besides the dromedaries, about forty 
epare horses. The leader of the seeped: 
tion is Mr, M'Tutyre, an experienced ex- 
plorer, whosediscovery of the famous "L." 
marked trees has mainly led to the fit- 
ting out of the present enterprise. The 
party will have some 1,700 miles to 
travel before they enter upon the real 
work of the expedition. Their instruc- 
tions are to make for a certaia point 
on the Flinders River, which is be- 
lieved to be the last known position 
taken up by Leichardt and, making this 
point their base of operations, to endea- 
your, by repeated excursions into the 
surrounding country, to trace the succes- 
sive camps of the lost explorer. Informa- 
tion willalsobesovght from the natives, for 
whose propitiation the party are well pro- 
vided with gimeracks of ail descriptions. 
The provisioning of the party has 
been carcfully attended to, and thoy 
pozsess supplies sufficient to enable them 
To Keep the field for two years at least. 
Tt is now seventeen years since anything 
authentic was heard of the gallant Gor- 
mon and his party, so that it is almost 
hopeless to expect that any of them will 
be found alive. That definite information 
as to theit fate, and perhaps the written 
records of the Jost expedition, may bo dis- 
covered, however those who are most en- 
titled to speak on such matters seem un- 
animous im believing. But whether the 
main object of the expedition be success- 
ful or not, there can be no doubt that 
valuable knowledge will be acquired, both 
geographical and geological. From this 
point of view, the expedition may be re- 
garded as of something more than co- 
lonial interest. Might not the Royal 
Geographical Society leud it some assist- 
ance? Or is that learned body too much 
oveupied at present by ils solicitude for 
the lonely condition of the North Pole ? 
|. Avery silly leader from Zio Zines, on 
the visit of the Shenandoah to Mel- 
bourne, has been reprinted in the papers 
here. The writer in the Thunderer, in 
common withy most people in England, 
appears to have totally misconceived the 
merits nnd bearings of that affair. It is 
quite n mistake to imngine that we were 
either frightened or anury nt the appear- 
ance of the Confederate steamer. Our 
principal sensation was one of astonish- 
ment at the arrival of so unlooked-for a 
visitor, We may certainly havo lionized 
Captain Waddell and his ‘oflicers a little 
too vehemently, but allowanco must 
bo made for ‘the Ulusé society of 
Melbourne, which dearly loves a 
new sengation, and to which, therefore, 
tho Confederate man-of-war Was a pez 
fect godsend. Ze which, now 
that the Confederate cause is Lost, secms 
quite to have altered its tone on the 
subject of the American war, “regrets 
that the people of Melbourne should 
hove displayed so much sympathy with a 
crew engaged in. the destruction of 
ships coming upon errands of peace to 
their own distant ports.” Is not this 
rather cool impertinence on the part of 
the leading journal? Can this be the 
same Zimes which has over and. over 
again sung the praises of Captain Semmes 
in its own columos? But extreme cou- 
sistency was never a weakness of the 
Thunderer's.. ‘The people of Molbourne 
need no defenco from such a reproach 
coming from such aquarter. They found, 
in Captain Waddell, jan’ oflieer (and 
gentleman) regularly commissioned by a 
power which had been recognized by the 
ritish Government as n- belligerent, 
and they had a perfect right, if thoy 
chose, to express through ‘him tho 
sympathy they felt for the cause ho re- 
presented. As to the tasteless and brutal 
tount, with which Zo Zines closes its 
article, “that as we are not prepared to 
bite we bad better bark as little aa 
possible,” ve can only eny, moro shame 
to tho mother country, then, for leaving 
us 80 utterly defenceless, Is it not dis- 
graceful to a country that gives itsolf airs 
of ownership aeh us, that we should 
Vave been allowed to lio at the morey of 
this third or fourth-rate war-steamer ? 
But it is not true that we wore, in this 
instance, unable ta bite, If Lio Limes 
had token the trouble to ascertain tho 
facta correctly, it would have known 
that when the warrant was sent down, 
the vessel was on the slip for repairs.

INQUESTS. 

Mr. Candler, distrlet coroner, held an to- 
quest nt Hawthorn on Monday, on tho body 
of Heoty Howard Aston, who was acci 
dentally killed on Saturday afternoon, by bla 
hotee falling upon him. Mr. B. M. James, 
eorgeon, éaid he was present when the oocur- 
rence took ploy by which deceased met with 
hie death, Whilo returning from tho hunt, 
dvcensed cantered bis horee quietly up to the 
fence at the Caulfield rececouree, ‘The horsa 
dfd pot rfee coon enough, and strack tho fence 
with itz chest, thromlog deceased forward, 
‘The horee then fell npon decensed, several of 
whos ribs wero fractared and forced into 
the lugs, causing an Interont homorehags, 
fiom which he died iu abot throes qaarters of 
an hour. Mr. C, LL Comyns, clork to the 
Logltlatlye Council, who alco witnessed the 
recident, egiced with the necount givon by 
Jost whiners The jory found that deceased 
died from ivjurics accidentally reoelsed. 

‘Mr. Candler bud ov icqucet on Monday, at 
Cianbouroy, on the body of John Murphy, 
‘a tenmster living in Cranbourne, who was 
found drowwed on Friday morning In tho 
Canditia Creeks.

Kilda, by Mr, Candler, on the body of a malo 
infont, which was found on Friday in tho 
clocet of ahouss known as tho Bungalow, 
St. Kilda. ‘The deceased was discovered in the 
place mentioned by a nishtman, named Boss 
Jey, Who was cleaving out tho closet, and tho 
body had bern taken posseaston of by the police. 
Mr. Lemprieie, eurguon, mado a past mortem 
examination of the body, which he found 
was thot of a fullgrown child. It was 
much decomposed, so much 60 that he 
could not judge from the appearance of the 
lungs whether deceased had briathed ot not. 
No matks of violence could be observed. Tho 
umbilical cord was lacerated, but whether 
this was doue before or after death could not 
be Inferred. From tho oppearances, the ear: 
eon coveldercd that the deceased bad been 
born fully threo weeks, perhaps longer. 
‘A fewnle cervaut employed at the housy 
‘and nomed Sarah Loughlin, was arrested 
by the pollce on auspicion of belng tho 
mother of the child, and was precent 
yesterdey at the inquest, Mrs. Middleton, 
wife of ‘Thomas Middleton, commission 
agent, stated that tbo lived in the Bon- 
galon, oud the girl Lougblia bad been in hor 
employ for about two months. She bad no 
reason to believe when ehe engaged Loughlia 
that eho was about to becotue a mother, bat 
her attention was called to her about five 
wrecks ogo by tho other servant, Tho ques- 
tions, bowever, which sho put wore denied 
by Lovghlin. Tho day alter this, Longhlin 
Was mised for a time, and witness aiterwards 
azcerlained that she was in the watercloset. 
Witness called to ler coveral tlmes; and in 
alout thice quarters of an bour afterwards 
eho came to her, looking very weak and ill. 
From what was obzerved afterwands, search 
was made in tho closet, bat nothing

‘Thoy used all the moncy 
Inthe Treasury, and etraloed tho credit of 
the nation: i, bestites this, Mr. Lloyd 
appropriated 809,000,000 dollars. worth at 
Indion bonds, At thiy time Mr. Lin- 
coln. came forward. and was elected 
for tho Prveilency. To had searcely been 
heard. of before, bot, he. was evidently tho 
man selected by Providencs for tho situation, 
‘rash man oceupy ing Mr, Lincoln’a position 
Would at once have led to the overthrow of 
tho nation, For a mon to bave adopted and 
Vigorouely applied tho abstract principle of 
anti-slaveryism, and to bave declared bimzelf 
in favoorof on anti-elovery war, would have 
Deen to cant all the odda ogainst him. When 
Mr. Lincoln came yuto yower, be had to ovat 
tho murderers who, Ae wns Delioved, | In 
tended to waylay him, by Ralng ‘olant- 
deitindy. from Baltimore to Waslitsgton, 
‘After bis Inauguration, he fonnd ths nation de 
Jaded and demoraliced, with no army and vo 
navy. He did not know who bls fricnds were, 
for neatly ovory offiea In the Goveramont was 
cccupled by representatives of tho pro-slavary 
cause, So that tho position required tho 
great/st posaible widom, and the greatest 
postiblo prudence; and it required aman who 
tould afford to walt and feel ble way. 
Although  Sootberoer, Abrabam Liocoln 
yeas aconsijtent anthelavery man from tho 
commencement, To never had but ono 
opinion on the eubject; but bis applicativa 
of the principle was a joet oduptation of 
the etate of thingsto this end, Tt was ad- 
mitted by all now that slavery was 
the real ground of the war. (Cheors) 
It'was absolutely necessary for tho preserva. 
tion of tho statovthat igs raler ehould be a 
man of wisdom. A soft man would have 
teen twisted up Into Fo many shapes that ho 
would pot have known biméelf, and .tiaid 
man would have “run olf tho track.” 
(Lavebter.) Abrabom Lincoln, however, was 
aman of wisdom and of practical common 
fense; @ man of ercat pradenco, great 
fimocer, and gteat courage (cheers) ; 
nnd Jost, though not lesst, ho was a 
Tan of great chcorfolocss, with such a de 
velopmint of the eentiment of hope oa Kept 
him from belng crushed by tho weight 
of hig-reaponeibilittes, A desponding maa 
would not hnve stood it for eix, months; 
aud although tome of Mr. Lincoln's friends, 
or rather tlioso who wero his donbtfal friend, 
charged him with boing a joker, amd with 
baving too much levity for tho edtemnity of 
his thmes, tho fact was that what were ro- 
garded as Mr. Lincoln's jokes were smply 
common-rense, logical, and practical methods 
of hitting the point, and the best of the joke 
was that be generally hit the polat every 
time. (Cheorr.) It seomed to be a great 
calamity that Mr. Lincoln should come ts 
uch on uate end, snl apparently at such 
actisisin tho history of bis natiov. It was 
nevertheless a matter of thanksgiving to God 
that his lifo was preserved up to that perlod, 
for it wns folly believed by most of tho 
Northern people (and ho thought there eauld 
be no doubt on the eubject) that a conspiracy 
had. been formed to take bis life bofors ho 
reached Wosbington at all; and there were 
plenty of men who would Lave gladly availed 
themeclves of any opportunity for committl 

the decd at any eubecquent time, Io lived, 
however, through God's providency, to, in. 
sugurate the policy of autislaveryism, and 
Procure tbe emaccipation of the slaves, aud 
the recognition of tho rights of maahoo), 
regardlets of colonr—a polley that, Iike a.sbip 
Tnueched tno great canal, would work Its 
way. He lived to era tho great army of the 
South overthrown, the great Geacral Loo 
prizoner of war, and tho so-called Confederacy 
crambled to pleces, As a relief from his 
enormona responelbilities—greatly increased 
by tho tmportunities of oilios ecokers—bo 
went with Grant's army to Richmood, and 
lived to enter that cts. Guarded Ly a imoll 
company. of coloured soldiers, ho walked 
tbrovgh Sts streets nmidet the enthustastic 
cheers of tho pcople ; and lived to ses the ra: 
hoisting, by General Anderson, of tho very 
same fog which had been banled dowa from 
Fort Suinter jut four year ogo, Ta lived 
to foBl bia great Providential misilon, nod 
left the work to be accomplished by others 
Tt might be asked why did God allow. Lim to: 
be murdered ? It was tmpo-sible to avswer 
this question, bat there were many reasons 
which wonld friko, reflective minds. It

LECTURE ON PRESIDENT LIN- 
COLN, 


‘The Rey, W. Taslor, of California, delivered 
a lectare, at St George’sball, on Satardey 
evening, on" Tho Life and Character of the 
Into President Lincoln.” Thero were about 
G60 persons preseut. The Hon, A. Fraser, 
M.LC,, occupied the chair. PY 
Mr. Toslor, on coming forwatd to address 
tho audience, was received with cheere. After 
remaking that bo was a native of Sheuan- 
dosh Valley, Virgina, and bad lisod for 
twenty-eight years {a the Southern States, 
the keturer procecded to explain the position 
of the elavery question in America whoa Mr. 
Lincola war Gret elected to the Presidency, 
When the Union was organized, bo remarked, 
every etate, with the exception of Masia: 
chosetts, admitted that elavery was wroag— 
that it 'was a great moral evil, ond. must 
be obolished. Jt was belived, bowover, 
that tho time to grapple with it had not 
ccme, and while the Union adopted principles 
directly antagonistic to rldvery, It was Tele to 
the local states to legislate on the question, 
and a8 econ as possible legislate kc oat of 
existence. Slave property, “however, e900 
became +0 valuablo that, slaveholdera’ beran 
to couclods that slavery was not quits vo 
great an eyil_as they bad thought, aud, a3 
Tiches increased, a concluded that it was 
seolly vo evil ot olf (Laughter) In th 
farther development of pro-staverylam, thoy 
coucluded that it was a positive good to all 
coucerbed (laughter); and still further, next 
they found oat that it was on Institution of 
God, to be defended by Bible authority, to be 
extended Chroughout’ creation, aud t> by 
Fetpetunted for ever. ‘The last wicasare of 
development in this direction wi that 
elavery was the greatest wlestonary enterprize 
under tho sun (laughtes), and the consequence 
of this was that tho slave trade ty Alrica was 
re-opened, Hayling changed thelr views, aud 
having the reing of power in thelr haude, thes 
begen fo change their policy too, and tool 
advantege of the powors couferrod by the 
Union, vot to kgtslateelayery out ofexietenco 
but to legitlate it ju. Freelom of opluion 
was no longer allowed on this subject, and 
oply about eight years ago a respectable 
coloured winister of the Gospel, ia Cambeldg: 
Mayland, was sentenced to ten years’ har 
Isbour in'the stato prison for having a capy 
of Cnele Tor's Calin in hia pauseaston. 
Another minister of the Gospel, tha Rov. 
Mr, Kelly, being known to boll antl 
slavery principles, was sect upoa by the 
mob, and ridden to death on rail; 
snd the Itey. A. Duley, ou returning fom a 
fesicn Into. Mistontl, was take from 
(o oud eight cbiléten, aud hung by tho 
mob. ‘Phere facts Mastrated tho epleit of 
the good times of the peace, eight years ago. 
The tev. gentleman ext relurred 2 tho 
edorts mado by the Soutbercers to extend 
thefr power by adding to the number of slave 
tates, and dexctibed tho chagrin whloh was 
felt by thom when Callfornta wad Ackansas 
cbtalned admlesioa~ to tho Unton as frco 
tates. Tho yro-slavety hordes wont to driv 
tho freo Smumigrauts from Arkauens, and 
hence the bloody ware which took place. ‘The 
celebrated Jobo Brown was in theso wara, and, 
Lelieving tbat ho was fighting for {ecsdom, 
wade bis culebrated expedition luto Virgtal

Some m:n 
foond on opposite argument to this from the 
fact that bo came to his death In tho place in 
which be did. In regaid to thia, he wight 
simply remark that Mr. Lincoln bad not been 
brovght up a Wesleyan, and would, per- 
haps, not bave the amo feelings on the 
Feubject os mony othors would. It might 
be, however, that Mr. Lincoln felt that, 
from his peculiar posltion, it was bis 
duty to conciliste all parties by viait- 
1g tho theatree. He bad heard It aald, 
{bot hilo tho land was groaning under 
the sfiliction of such a wat for the Calef 
Mogistrato to bo found in a theatro was 60 
outrogeous that his death was just what 
might have been expected. Now, parsons who 
accaed Abrabam Lincolo of want of ktad- 
hees of heart and syipathy with sufforlog 
did not know Mfr, Lincoln nt all. Tustead of 
his going to the thentre being evidenca of hia 
indifference, the probability was that bo woot 
there, os be went to Richmond with the 
arms, In order to obtain some rellef from the 
horrible burdens which wers ccushing down 
bis life. (Cheers) Ho mieht cay that Se, 
Liccoln was a prayiog wan, Ho was algo a 
man of stern integrity. Everywhero ho was 
known as “honest Abe.” He (Mr. Taslor) 
bad travelled extensively throogh tho state 
of linois, whero Mr. Lincolu practlasd 
low for mony seara, ond bo had heard 
only one testimony og to hia integrity, 
houesty, cheerfulness, and abacerity. Ha went 
to Boston a praying man, aod in these 
thes of affiletion hy wus no doubt led nearoe 
to God, nod, a6 be hal boon informed, pro- 
fereed to bove obtained forgiveness of elt 
avd peace with God. They had direct et 
deucs of this in his discourses, in hia 
dreszer, ands capeclally fo his recoot mesea! 
to the Congress. ‘Tho eccoud probable rea‘on 
why his death had been allowed wa», that it 
was jotonded to boo natlooal chastiement. 
And he believed that God bad, from the first, 
two leading desigas in permitting the war— 
Gret, n gevero chastisement of the yholo na- 
tlon; and, eccoudly, the abolition of slavery, 
aud ‘the énfranchisement of an oppressc 
race. Perhaps, too, he allowed this exbibitioa 
of pro-slavery’ in order to show its hideous 
hers. Morcover, he thought God had ao 
gracious purpose of international morey tn 
Permitting this dreadful bereavement, for 
there could bo no doobt that ithad led ton 
better ferliog betweeo England and Amerlea, 
‘and op:ned the eyes of tho peoplo,o that the 
designs of mitchlevous persons, who wlihel 
to Iniitate tho to vations Into a war, bad 
bem defeated, When novepaper writer! and 
Interested peisons were ondeavourlng to In: 
volvo the two natloos in war, the deuon of 
darkness cameand struck down tueboad of the 
American Goyoroment. ‘TLo Eaglish people 
were struck with astouisbment and Indigna- 
ton at this hcrrld exhibitton of pro-al 
verylam, and bad jofoed by tens of thouraa 
the millions of moutoers on tho other alde of 
thecceon. Tho British Parliament had ro 
commended tho bereaved nation to their 
Soverelgo, nnd Queen Victoria had addressed 
with ber own bands 0 letter of sympathy and 
condolence to ler bereaved slater across tho 
seas, (Cheers) ‘This young giaut (America) 
bad’ beon chusticed—ay every mau, or cor. 
Foration, or ution must bo, befors it could 
attaln permonent greatnees—bot yet, from the 
vigour of ita constitution, the breadth of Ita 
recooree®, and tho exbnustlessness of tt 
onetgy, It waa not a giant to bo desplaed by 
ony means.

“'To the stock of the coclety very cooeider- 
able sdditions bavo been mado during tho 
year, tho Experimontal Garden now con- 
tiolog about 460 varletles of frult-trocs, a 
large proportion of which are now to the 
colony, and have beou fatroduced by the 
roclety. In thie, the more material depart- 
ment of the garden, are pow collected the 
Following:—142 vorletles of apples, 21 do. 
af cherries, 10 do, nectarines, 29 do. poachea, 
48 do. pears, 63 do. plums, 00 do. vinea, d do. 
walpute, 4 do. fige, and many valuable varie 
tics of the smaller fruits. 

Neorly the whole of thess treea aro strong, 
bealthy plants, and well sulted for plantiog 
permanently ia tho now grounds of the 
Feolety, when ready for thelr reesption, 

“Tbe committco belioves it impossible to 
overestimate the importanceand usefulnces of 
having a complete collection of relinble spect- 
mene of the varlous fruit-trees for the parpose: 
‘of guiding the amatcur in bis relection of 
Yorictics auitabls to thle conitry, as also to 
Fervo #8 standards of comparlon, whereby 
tho publio may be ably to judye'as to tho 
pices merce jature of varivtics introdaced 
fnto the colony from time to time. It will ba 
remembered ot tho Jost anual meeting, tho 
foclety had to regret tho very henyy loss sua. 
tained through tho floods of December, 1955, 
catrying away nenrly the whole of the atock 
in the classified division of the gardens, and 
in tho aroands being rendered dofit foc ths 
farther parpozes of thesocioty, Tois circam- 
Hanco bas led to that portion of tho garde, 
orlainally ect aside for ornamental purposes, 
being devotedito tho reception of thy youag 
cok oe collected. It was hoped tbat by thls 
tiwe an extension of the gardens in tho 
direction not lisble to floods would bave 
been effeoted. but only now may thls by said 
to be ina fuir way of accomplishment. Tho 
Government have siven thocclely the prt 
vilcgoof relecting asitein the Survey Paddock, 
pear tothe present garden, with afurtheroption 
of retaining that portion of the praent site 
net expased to floode. Itis proposed to devote 
tho new portion to the permanent purpares of 
the experimental gardeo, while the preseat 
gerden will be ued a8 uteary ground prin: 
cipally, Great os was the loss sustained 
through tho calomity referred to, the com- 
mitte beve great pleasure in being able to 
tate tbat, 60 far as the stock of trova is con- 
emcd, that lo: 14 nearly retrieved. ‘Tho 
committee regrets that tho semon has #0 far 
advanced as to sender It {mprobable that 
very extensive planting operations can be 
utdertaken this reason; bat as the stock Is 
ycubg, bo greater inconvenience is likely to 
tise thon the loss of a feason, 

“Tho tices bave made good gtowth during 
tke senr, 60 that eclons will te ayallable for 
the purpores of gra(ting, a3 also for distriba- 
tion, to a limited extent, among tho sub- 
Ecribers, ond for purposes ‘of exchange with 
Kindred rocletles in the ncighbouring colonies. 

“Teas been o endject of complaiut that 
tho sdyontoges offered by the socisty ara 
Fuch ag to. interfere prejudiclally with the 
interesta of the professionsl norsetyman ; 
thot the distributicn of cuttings and ecions 
rhould form no part of tho dutics of a eoclety 
of thie character. ‘To this objection, the com- 
mittee havo to state that any nuresryman 
rvbscribing to the socicty nay equally par- 
ticipate in the advantoges offered to members, 
snd certainly bo better ablo than the amatent 
to utllize euch advantage to bis own profit. 
As evidence, however, that this objection 1 
not general, the committee ato pleased to 
xccord tho fact that most of the wuréerymon 
of Melbourne and suburbs bave contributed 
donations of trees for the use of tho goclety, 
ond In every way afd thesocisty in the accom- 
Plisbment of its objects. 

The great sim of tho eociety Is to foster 
oud ncourogo testo for horticultural pare 
euits atmong every clasa of the population, aud 
the committes is justified ia considering the 
pastactlon of the society has had this ten- 
dency. But a fow years ogo it was rarely the 
cate that our leading publio men took mash 
futeseet In orticalture, and bat few well- 
kept gardens were to bo found round Mel- 
boume. A vey grent improvement, how- 
ever, bos becn apparent during the last fow 
yeore ip this respect, foguot only is thore an 
incicasing dewnnd for overs variety of frait- 
‘trees, ond for planta of oroamental character, 
bot ‘maps of our leadiog metchants and 
tmdesmen portess excellent gardeur, aud 
severul aro tarniog their attention to the 
higher walks of horticulture, and haye large 
ond well ordered bonces of glass; and the old 
English Jove of gardening is ropidly taking tts 
place amonget Us, 

“To tho action of this eooloty, during tho 
ast sixtecu years, 1s falily duo thuch of the 
merit of thla increased taste for such pur- 
tulte. By tho facilities it offers, aud by the 
opportunity st offords for tho exhibition of 

the uscul and tho beautifal” products of 
horticultural ekill and Indusiry, uch know- 
Jedgo iv dissemioated, and a healthy taste 
ditiused, throughout the colony. 

"To the Intluoncs of tha roclety may be 
traced the introduction of very many new aud

‘Tho fenra entertaiced during last wook 
that come wrecks had occurred. on the 
const, unfortunately torn out to bo well 
founded. At least four vessela have be- 
como total wrecks during tho ‘bolaterous 
weather In tho vorly part of last woeks and 
thie may not bo the full list of the casaalties, 
‘ho veesels fn question ary tho Lady Young, 
tho Natel, the Vowatin, and the Sarah Ann, 
tll of which wore laden with coal, from Now- 
castle, New South Wales, No loss of lite 
eccurted in connexion with any of thom, 
hut thecrowr, io every lastance, bod a very 
ALTO e2cope. 

‘Theetenner Ant, which roached Melbourne 
‘on Monday morniog, from Bort Albart, has 
Drought tho ebipwrerked men, anil from tho 
captain of the Aut—Stowart Patiick—we bars 
recelved tho following particutara of tho gal, 
und of tho wrecks :— 

The Avt left Melbonrng on ‘Phars- 
doy, tho 6th inst, at balfpast vloven 
om, and on ariiviog at Port Albert bar 
on the following day, aboat two p.m. 
Yound the buoys at the’ Swashway Chouuel 
all washed away, and a heavy surf brealciog 
on tho bar, mukiog it uneale to attorapt to 
enter by that channel, Tho weather was 
equally, with parsing showers. the wind being 
from NN.W. ‘the steamer boro up, and went 
round to Shake Ieland to wait’ for high 
water. After boivg thero nbout four hours, 
tho horhdbr-master and. boat's crow came 


‘on board, oud reported a vesaol to ba 
op ehore’ in Corner Inlet Channel, The 
‘Act at onco got up. steam, aud pro- 


ceeded to thu spor, but found no trace of 
ovy wreck. A vere), however, wat seen 
standing with her starboard tacks on board 
dear Rabbit Island, and this was supposed to 
hw the one reported to have got oa. shore. ‘Tho 
Antaccordingly turned baek, ond proceeded 
to Port Albert wharf. Oa the following (Sa- 
torday) moroing, the captain of tho Sarah 
Ann teboover arrived at Port Albert from 
Corner Inlet, In o boat, and reported that bis 
‘yereel bad beon wrecked, and that tho ably 
Lady Yoong hed left Corner Inlet, and might 
probably have shared o stmilar fate. As 6000 
‘as pozelble, the Ant started from Port Albert, 
with the barlour master and boat's crew, to 
endcavour to find traces of the wreck, She 
steamed to Rabbit Teland, and thero found 
the rehooners Goldecckor aud Gem, baying 
on board the crewa of the barques Natal and 
Tomatio, and the ship Lady Young, all of 

which bad been wrecked, : 
‘The Natal wasa barque of 163 tous rogister, 
commanded by Captain Le Noveo, nnd was 
bound for Melbourne, Oo Sunday, the 9:b 
inst. the wiod blowing Baroale from S.W, 
the ‘bore op about a milo otf Sealer's Cove, 
he 


thelr hives. 

‘The Sarah Avn, when off Rabbit Island, oa 
the 1th, was etrack by o tremendous tea, 
which broke clean over the fore-yard, A 
portion of the crew took to the rigsing, bat 
the captain mavnged to ran (he vessel oa to 
‘a mud bapk, near Corfer Lolet. 

As already mentioned, tho captains ond 
crows of the wrecked vessels wero brought to 
Melbourne by the Aut. ‘The captain of the 
Ant bas received a lotter of thanks for bis 
prompt exertions.

Mr, M'Conn, Mr, Vale, oud Mr, Dane, urged 
that thero should be no amendment, nud that 
tho instalment of “Leglelative Conncil ro: 
form” which had been obtained by accident, 
thould not bo relinquished. ‘This suggestion 
was repelled by the Goyernmont, and the 
clouce was then ainended. 
The eittivg of tho Legislative Assembly 
‘on Thursday was dovoted to a discussion of 
the tacking question, enused by the declara-

Sweeney was 
lying in bed. T made netart to get out, aud 
prisoner levelled a pistol at me, Teald,' Tom, 
don't. He ald, ‘I don't waat to hart sou; 
Ve quiet." Ho turucd round, nnd tired a shot 
at Sweeney, and then rau, Sweoney screamed. 
I got ont off bed, and looked at Swecucy. 
Ho was wounded, Wales waa In bis bed 
all this time. Sweeney aud T pareaed tho 
prisoner, but did not overtake him. TI 
returned to the hut. Sweeney showed me 
where bo wes wounded. It was {n the leit 
breast.

He fired through the door. Could not tall 
what prisoner eaid, but mm sure it was his 
vole.

1 picked bim out of oboat twenty 
men shown td at the gaol. [atm sure that he 
istho man. Tattonded the inquest, and saw 
Sweency’s body there. Oa the application of 
‘Mr, Superintendent Winch, the caso was re- 
manded*to Warrnaibool, as foou as the 
police authorities could ecnd bim the 
‘Tho came paper remarks that “ tho prsouer 
Menard, alias Barrett, oli: Yeukee Tom, 
Is evidently of a savage feroctous disposition. 
On his way from the poles court to the gaol 
be stated openly that he killed Swesnsy, and 
would do the same thing again uader the 
tome circumstances.

GALYANISM. 
FO THN EDITOU OF THE AUSTAALASEAN, 


Sir,—Some timo ago I ventured to suggest 
that, ns Thad ascertained galvanism would cure 
teab, it might olso cure uke, Your correspon: 
dont “A, E.R," in Inst weok’s Aafralasian, 
sks if 1 “vill have tho goodness to explain 
how it is to bo appliod, and if T havo foond 
out thet it is offectual for tho destruction of 
fluke?” In reply, I have to say. that I have 
maile no experiment in the caso of sheep 
diseased with fluke. ‘Tho some reasoning, how- 
ever, Which induced mo many years ogo to 
apply galvanism to scabby sheep, has led mo 
to the conclusion that fluke oleo ean be do- 
strosed by a galvanic curront. ‘The life af 
ll animals can bo destroyed by it, ‘Tho 
stronger and higher classes of animals Gan 
withstand tho effecta of battery. that would 
completely deprive “small animals of life. 
Thus a battery of sullicient powor to 
Kill tho smallest quadrupeda would not 
deetroy sheep, and a battery. whiel yould kill 
shocp would not deprive horses and cattle’ of 
life. Now, although the parasites which in- 
fest larger onimals bolong to lower typos thai 
those they prey upon, aud although thay are 
auppozed to bo moro tenacions of life than 
other animals, they cannot possibly withstand 
tho powerful curront of o battory that would 
not destroy lifo in larger unixnals, | 

In referengy to the question, if I will hayo 
tho goodness to explain hov galvanism is to be 
applied, 1 must say that, in the light of rocent 
exporionce, Todo not seo that I would be 
Jjuuiificd iu giving any: gratuitons explanation, 
and thus incur gain, the risky aliould, the 
remedy prove valuable, of reaping abuse 
From tho mean and the s¢lfsh as the aly ac. 
Knowledgment. of. my services. Porhaps T 
may be boro with in saying that tho only 
object’ of my coming’ {0 this colony was tp 
make money, and theh follow ont tho bent 
of my wind in a part of tho world whore 
snechaniealiogomity i appreciated Aline 
portant inyoutions and ideas T have laid up, 
Rome hove kopt as n scerct for twonty years, 
although I firmly beliove they would bof great 
ndrantago to mankind, and would effect a ro- 
yolution in navigation and in locomotion.

OUR SOILS. 


‘To TIfR EDITOR OF THE AUSTRALASTAN. 
Sir,—The fables just published by Dr. 
‘Macadam of tho analyses of soils from various 
parts of the colony present so many unex- 
peeled features, quite at variance with the 
teachingy of agricultural scierice, as to domsnd 
‘8 most careful oxamination and soratiny from. 
all persons whoso knowledge of the subject 
may enable them to anakyeo these analyses. 
Without professing, liko nnother correspon- 
cent of yours, to be ‘a prored and recognizod 
master” in chemistry, agriculture, oF ang othor 
science, I havo studied carefully, mud hate 
been pretty thoroughly grounded in the 
former, at least, and though, tat being now 
many years ayo, T may bo very imperfoctly 
acquainted with the “latest novelties," and 
possibly a littlo rusty with rogard toa fow 
minor points, T havo «till a sufliciently clear 
and comprohensie. view of dio subject to 
‘ottempt the task. 3 
First, however, I will take excoption too 
tlatement of your own, not as being incorrect, 
but as being incomplete. You mention tho 
preeerico of tho large quantities of silica, O» 
showing dur toils to bo adapted for wheat and 
tho other cereals, Noy, of all tho oloments in 
tho world, silica and alumina are never dof 
cient in any soil; whether they oxist in tho 
Proportion of nincty por cent. or forty per cont., 
or, if such a thing were possible, only ono por 
‘a matter of perfect indifference s0 far 
ns regards furnishing the extremely minuto 
yuontities required by the wheat or oat plants 
nily, an Unlimited number of yoars. 
ov. Dr. Muecke, of ‘Tanunda, South 
Australis, whose paper you roprinted lately, 
tho: eamo mistako aires that you do 
only inferentially, whien ho speaks of "the all- 
important silicic acid’ of which tho land is 
robbed when the stubble is burned off, by tho 
ashes being carried away by the winds; tho 
Joss in other mincral constituents might. bo 
great, but with regard to silica it woud bo in- 
appreciable if armed on fora thousand years. 
But eilica ja well known to bo quite insoluble, 
‘anil therofore, per se, incapablo of alluring 
food to any plants, just as a bag of charcoal or 
sawrdust, which) aro insoluble carbon, eannot 
postibly afford nourishment to man ; while 
tolublo carbon, in tho shapo of sugar, starch, 
gum, fatty and oily mattors, aro important 
articles’ of food. ‘A recent corm)pondent 
thought it "tho most wonderful fact in naturo 
that plants should be louguishing for food tat 
is in abundance around them, nud for the ap- 
propriation of which they haya angana epecialy 
adapted." If wo inmgine a inan contined in 
‘a sawsnill, with nothing hut sawdust and srell- 
picked “bones for food, we have, porhaps, an 
exact countorpart of tho situation. With the 
aid of sulphuric sci both of these matorinly 
can bo mndo uvailable : sawdust treated with 
Gilute seid i8 resolved into a starch, oF i€ tho 
treatment be continued, into a kind of suga 
becoming thus. a: possible, though not a ve 
palatable, species of foods tho bones, when 
the carthy matter is removed by the acid, 
consist. almost entirely of gelatine, whichis 
a highly. nourishing article of dict. Thus on 
aboridanco of vourishing food may be locked 
up in this insoluble state, eo that, without the 
assistance of tho hesessary solvent, the man, 
‘noble in reason_nud infinite. in ficulties” ox 
ho my bo, inust inevitably starve.to death. In 
liko ananner, thongh there will. always be 
an abundancd of silica in any soil, tho plant 
may Tanguial for want of'n solvent’ to make it 
nrailable. Putting aside hydrofuorio, acid, 
which may oF may not bo uscd for this pur- 
pore in coils where Quate of lime profails, the 
only’ great colvents of silica are soda ‘nnd 
potash, and theso exist in considerable quanti- 
fics in tho ashes of all plants, tho soila boing 
choracteristie of tho marine, and. potash of the 
Tnud vegetation; it is therefore to tho latter 
Wwe must look fora solvent to thesilica. Potash 
cxista in tlio ashes of overy Jand plant, and 
cousequontly must also exist’ in every soil, nnd 
if the chemist eansot detect its presence, tho 
inference is that his analysin is imporfoct. 
Soila consist morety of the débris of the rocks 
mince with a little organic matter; 40 for the 
iusto eource of ita mineral constitucrls wo 
anual Took to Meo rocky Hero.we fi the 
felspars anil felspathic rocks, a grouy in 
potash, aud very extensively diioed Uarough 
te mineral Lingdou. Felspar is composed of 
silicate of alumina, with o variable proportion 
of potosh, It forms one of the constituent 
parta of granite—the one which docays apd 
disintegrates by the action of tho atmosphere, 
slowly or rapidly, ucconling to the amount of 
potash it contaihs. ‘The rock thus difute- 
grated, which forms co large a portion of our 
soils although it containa a much emaller pors 
centage of potash than formerly, still posse 
‘a notablo quantit ud on its furthoe deco: 
position, which is aoeelerated by feco exposure 
to tho action of the atindsphore, minute pore 
tions of potash azo continually liberated. ‘Thin 
honge is effected by tho agency of carbonic 
acid’ gas, na explained in a foruce lottor, 
doubtless assisted by the sarging conditions of 
Neat ond cold, wet aud dey, possibly also by 
the electrical conditions of the earth, Cons 
sidering (ho strong mutual affinities of potash 
and silica, it wonld be absurd to expect any 
upprecisblo quantity of the former in o soluble 
state, unless in combination with somo of the 
more powerful acids, as nitrate, sulphate, or 
chloride, for tho carbonate is continually re- 
‘on by the riliea, forming again an in- 
On this point, 1 havo 
como hesitation in reforring (o on old theory 
of my omn to explain the possible relations. 
Te was with referouce, in the firet in: \ to 
cliloride of lime, In this compound the 
chlorine, though its affinity for calcium is 
very strong, does not chemically combine with 
it, Lecause it is already united to oxygo 
whose afl eoally strong, and wi 
it cannot dispostess. It only adhores to the 
oxidized calcium (lino) in m similar manner 
to that in which mercury adheres in an amal- 
gam, the clilorina being ouly nblo to unite 
chemically with the asistance of hydroge 
hich acta as a bait for tho oxygo 
cunbles the chlorine to combine directly with 
the caleium, A similar adhesion might bo 
assumed in wany chomienl compounds and if 
tho hypothisis wero allowed, it might bo cou- 
sidered that the ality of ilicie acid for 
eae is not strong enough to disposacsa car 
ronio acid at ordiuary temperatures, but suilix 
ciently strong to causo a prolty intimate 
adhesion, the higher the temporature, tho 
weaker tho atlachinent of the cartonie-acil, 
so when tho silica is assisted by povworful 
heat it is easily’ driven’ off, and a glass formot. 
1 considerable amount of potash may 
exist ino soil in, eo to speak, a latent 
stato; whilo if ucithor of the throo aboro- 
vamed salts ore prevent, it anay contain none 
ina soluble condition, ‘I do not mean to say 
certainly thot Dr. Macadam has takon cognt 
zanico only of tho solublo alkaline salts and 
ignored the others, but T say that tho internal 
evidence of the tables ho bas published points 
very strongly indecd in that direction. It 
will bo! seen that ho clasécs soda and potash 
together, 20 that on the very iosportant ques- 
tion of how much potash tho soils contain he 
gives us xo information whatever. Again, 
common salt, as is well known, consists of 
soda in combination with chloring, and it is 
certainly remarkable that tho ftrat twelve 
soils, which alone contain any considerable 
‘mont of the alkulics, aro also the only ancy 
which show any notablo' quantity of chlorine, 
Does it not appear as if there sollay instead of 
being rich in potash, a3 might appear at first 
plans iad. merely ‘bean found to eontain 9 
ttle walt?

SQUATTERS' PROFITS AND, THE 
WATER-SUPPLY OF RUNS. 

To THE EvITON OP THE AUSTAATASIAN, 

Sir,—In tho action Intely brought before 
the Supremo Court by Williams e. The Boart 
of Land and Works, statoments wore mndo 
by plaintiff and witnesses from which members 
of the Legislative Assembly, yourself and: 
probably thousands mory, have inferred that 
tho profits of squatting are enormous. Now, 
Sir, Ludnit that the prota of ejuatting, Tiko 
the risks, ore in many instances great; bat I 
think, tint instead of inferring « yoneral cou- 
clusion from an individual inst: cit would 
havo been well to cousider tho friendly nature 
of that action, the veracity of the evidence ad- 
duced, nudetho unquestioning facility with 
which that ‘evidence was received. Will 
you bo hind enongh to indulge mo with opaco 
jn yout esteemed paper for @ fo remarks? 
Whe drt of the ovidencd as to tho grising 
enpabilily of all the country in question—"* tho 
pink azdl tho white—went to show, that with 
‘on adequate supply of water, it svould bear n! 
stock of 11,000 eheop parmancatly, and that 
such a supply of wator could bo got by moans 
of fanks, at a cost of £200. Now, Sir, that an 
adegtate supply of water. ¢oukl bo got by 
inieang of tanks for 14,000 sheep, at an expe 
‘of only £200, fs nttorly incredible. To supply 
that sinber of sheep three tanks would bo ro- 
quired. ‘Two at the least would be indispens- 
ble. Each, tank, in addition to oxearation, 
would need scroral miles of drainage, aud its! 
embankments protected by o substantial fence, 
Inarid mallee districts, suchas Curyo, where 
tho rainfall is extremely scant, ond tho soi 
absorbent, all oxporience shows, that to provide 
o sufficient supply of water by imcans of 
tanks, onc cubio yard at least of ox- 
cayation should be allowed for each 
sheep tobe watered. This may be enough 
whero. tho position of tanks admits of 
a good crubankment ; eltewhero, it is fae too 
little. It will seem bub a scanty allowance 
when you reflect, that thy waateby eraporationis 
great, and tho wasta by absorption greater 
that sheep, in addition to what they ariak, 
carry off o great doal of water in their wool, 
and that aniunale ofall kinds, from tho kan- 
garco to the Lianl, flock ‘to a tank in 
thousands from all points of the compass. 
Besides, thoro ig alvraya eighteen inches or two 
feet of slush at the bottom of a tank, which of 
course lessena thedepth of tho water. But for 
the sake of fair ply and integral number 
let it bo assumed that tho abore allowance 
| enough. To supply 14,000 sheop, 14,000 
cubic yurds of exeavution ‘must bo made.

It was soon over, 
and tho curgeoh pronounced him dent, He 
received the death wound at a quarter-past 
three, and died at twentylminutes: tkoven 
o'clock Wednesday morning, Desldes bieu- 
tenants Baker ond Doherty and the eoldicrs, 
thers wore preeeot at the death ecene font or 
five Indies of tho Garrett family, and old Gar- 
rett and bis two sons.

EXAMINATION OF CONSTANOR KENT 

BEFORE THE WILTSHIRE MaGIS- 

TRATES, 

Constance Emily Kent waa charged om her 
own confession with the murder of her half- 
brother, Francia Saville Kent. ‘The doora of 
the Court-house wero besleged at on early 
hour bya crowd of poople anxious to galn 
admittance, but there was not room for a 
Gfticth of the nomber In tho emall ond in- 
convinlent place. 

‘Tho magistrates before whom the lavesti- 
gaticn took plnos were Mr. H. G.G. Ludlow 
(chulrmav), Mr, W. Stancomb, Major Clark, 
Mr, J.P. Stancomb. Rev. B. Crawley, Rev. T: 
H. ‘Talt, Mr. R Walwesloy, Mr. 0, J. D.Cail- 
lard, Mr. J.-L. Phipps, Mr. A. Laverton, aud 
Mr. JH. Webb. 

Before the commencement of the proceed- 
inge Captain Meredith, chlef constable of tho 
Wiltshire covetebalary, addressing tho ro- 
portira (of whom there Woro between trrenty. 
and thirty present), sald, @ statement bad 
tern made In rome af the newspapers re- 
specting the discovery of a sharp pointed 
kome corving knife, in reference to which 
Certain infercnces bad been drawo, whereas 
the fact was that the knife spoken of was bis 
‘own property. 

No attorney was engaged for the proseca- 
tlon, which was in the hands of Inspector 
Williamson, of the metropolitan detective 
force; Mr.’ Bowland Rodway, attorney, of 
‘Trowbridge, watched the case ou bebalt of 
tke Kent family. 

At eliven o'clcok, the prisoner entered the 
court, accompanied by the wife of the gaoler, 
nd at once teok her eat inthe dock. Sho 
was dressed In black, witha black yell, which 
the kept over her face throughout the ox- 
aminatlop. 

‘Tho Chalrman, addresslog her, eatd sho was 
Lrought up for examination, having bev re- 
|monded on the chargo of’ the murder of 
Francia Savills Kent. As an attoracy was 
present ou her behalf, be did not think It no- 
ceseary to make nny farther remark at that 
atoge. 

Mir, Rodway, addressing the Bench, aald he 
appeared to watch the case on beball of the 
family. of tho prisoner, aud os she was 
chniged on her own con(ezaton, aud the magis- 
tates would probably bave wo other coureo 
than to commit ber for trial, be should not 
cross-examine the witnesses, but should merely 
watch the cae, 

Mr, Josbna Paréonz.—I nm a surgeon at 
Frome. On the morning of the 20th of Jane, 
1600, I went to Road-hill house, tho resi: 
dence of Mr. Kent, between eight and nino 
O'clock, where Tea tho body of the de: 
ceased, In the Inundry, on the tavle, Tt bal 
‘4 nightdress and apuel on it, and a blaoket 
Was wropped round it, Thess were stained 
with blood aud roll. ‘Thore was ou fnclston 
on the pightdress and flannel on tho left slde, 
uear to tho region of the heart. ‘The Brat 
‘appearance that etruck mo was a blackened 
Appearance round the month. ‘The tongue 
wos not injured, but It slightly protraded. 
‘The blackened appearance round the mouth 
contrasted 0 strapgely with the palo appear- 
nce of the rest of the body that it struck me 
there bad been strong pressure ogalnst the 
wonth before death. It did not appear as 
though anything bad been forced tto the 
Boutb, I found an icclslon tn the thcout, 
which had been made by a cut from loft to 
night, and which bad divided all the atrac- 
tures, alr tuber, blood-veseels, and nerves, 
quite to the front of tho spine. I afterwards, 
by order of the coroner, made a post mortem 
exomination of the body of the child. Tho 
witness went on to describe the Internal organs 
4s healthy, but completely drained of biood. 
He did not think avy narcotic bad besa ad- 
wivistered to the deceascd, ‘Tho stab In the 
side bad divided the cattiloges of two ribs. 
‘This bad posbed the heart aud. Its bag out of 
the way, and the stab then penetrated tho 
diaphragm ond wounded the upper surface of 
the stomach, There were two slight wonnds 
in ope of the banda ‘The body was rigid 
when be first caw ft, aud death might have 
token place from five to elx hours before. Ta 
conclusion, tho witness eald,—My opinion Is 
that the immediate cause of death was the 
Inclelon in the throat, but the appearance of 
the place where thy body was found was such, 
ts to lend we fo eupposseltuer that tho throat 
Was not cut theo, or that the clroalation of 
the child was In’ groat degree stopped by 
suffccation before that was done. My opinion 
is thot tho cut In the throat must haye been 
mado by a sharp knife of razor; elthor would 
Baye dono it. The wound ia tho chest, I 
think, could only have been inflicted with a 
Tong aud strong sharp pointed knits. ‘Tho

George Skerry (tho batler), and others, wont 
tothow that thadeceased had been provlously. 
oman of rewarkably clear miod, Lattorly, 
bowever, ho had becomo rather taciturn. aud 
would remain in the company of bis frieads 
without epeaking, avd ou Satorday morning, 
nbout ten o'clock, when it was proposed that 
ho should take a walk, be suddeoly retirod to 
hisroom. Ashe did not return, tho room 
was forcibly entered, when tho unfortuants 
gentleman was foand dead, with his throat 
cat, and tho razor with which the dreadfal 
decd bad been committed near the boly. 
deorgoSkerry, the eervant of the deceased, who 
Jind been tn bis gor vica for a period of tero years 
and o balf, knew tho razor which was found 
Inthe room.

of life, deceased could not baye becn of ound 
mind, ond was altogether irresponsible for his 
actions, After a ebort nddress from thy

On Saturday It waa ramoured 
that be bad forged and embezzled sums ton 
Very larga amount, varying according to 
report from £0,000 to £20,600, On tho eon 
ing of that day n warrant was issued for hla 
ayprebeuston, on the chargy of stealing gel 
belonging to ‘the Little North. westéxa Nail- 
way. The pollco ment to bis kouse, bat ho 
was absent. An officer wat afterwards font 
to Preston, whoro it, wat thought, ho, malght 
have gone, but ho could not be found, Yester~ 
day bis dead body was found in tho water at 
Fleetwood.

A NEW OVERLAND ROUTE 
BY THE PERSIAN GULF, 
(nox rm ENGLISHMAN, Max 23.) 

The exploration of the country between 
Bunder Abbas and Cape Jask, by Lientenant- 
Colonel Pelly, though undertaken solely tn 
connexion with the proposal to extend tho 
Mekran telegrapb, bas an important bearing 
upon afchome of even groater Interest and 
magnitude. ‘Tho tantalising acraps of intel- 
Hgence which we now receive by tho wires, 
generally too biicf and leaperfect to enablo us 
to form a correct notion of their import, bat, 
at tho tame time, sufficlently intelllgibls to 
depive wost of fho pews brought bythe malls 
ofall but eecondary Interost, mako tho tardy 
travsport of the Inttor all but Intolerabla. Wo 
all, not pnnatorally, beglo to foel that tho pra= 
font moce of overland transit {a rather boblad 
thease than In advance of ft, although tueeub- 
Jecthasbeon long underdizmalon, and someof 
the mort important conditions of improve 
nient have been long tinos scoured. It Is well 
known to all our readers that there are throv 
scheme, ench with its nwo advocates, for 
uritivg Eugland aud India moro or los por- 
feclly by railways, ‘Tho most wagalficent, 
snd urdcubtediy tho most arduons of thess 
scbemea, le that which proposea an aabroken 
chain of iron road from thy Straits of Dover 
to Calcutta, crossing from Enropa Into Asin 
by a bridge thrown o¥er the Bosphoros, and 
reaching Kurrachee by Asin Minor, Persia, 
and DBilccehistan. ‘This is the plan of Sir 
Macdonald Stephenson, who o:tmatea that 
by it the darstion of the overland roato 
will be reduced to coven days. ‘There is little 
doubt, ns we have said, that, of the threo 
projects before tho pablio, thla is the moat 
orduons ; but we cannot eympathiss with tho 
feeling that appears likely lodefinitely to 
Postpone Ita consideration, on acconnt of tha 
mognitade of tho obstacles to be contended 
st. ‘Through Avia Minor and Perala, to 
Boshire on the Persfan Gulf, sufficient {s 
known of tho pature of the country to re- 
move all doubis of the feasibility of the plan 
aa for ne that polnt. The great bngbear has 
hitherto been the line of coast fom Baahiro 
{o Kurtachee, Proviously to Liootenant- 
Cotouel Velly's jouruey, tn November Tost 
only about threa hundred miles of this coast 
weet of tho Todus had beca explored by 
Entopeans. The unknown Js always more 
terrible than tho known; avd It is tcarcely, 
to be wondered at that imagination should 
baye invested this region, which is on- 
doubtedly an inbospitablo one, with a 
repototion for worse thaa there are apy 
Tensovablo grouuda to suppose tho reallty

‘The decks are of wood, with iron plating an 
inch thick beneath. Sho has two keola, tro 
rudders, adoublo reversible screw, and four 
engines of great power.
